Ticket rewards 
ferry’s rescuer 

The owners of one of two boats which went to the 
rescue when the B.C. Ferries' Queen of A/berni went 
aground Aug. 9 have accused the RCMP of harass¬ 
ment following the incident. 

Horst Klein of Pender Island, who also happens 
to be an auxiliary RCMP member, was given a ticket 
for not displaying a custom licence number and lack 
of proper lights aHer he sped to Collinson Point at the 
western end of Active Pass where the truck ferry 
was hung up on a reef. 

The Kleins, former members of a provincial 
volunteer rescue organization, went to the grounded 
vessel after hearing the call from the ship's radio. 

“It’s just has.sling us,” Klein’s wife Joyce said. 
“They’re not doing anything about the pleasure boats 
in the pass which are a problem and they're ticketing 
us.” 

Sgt. George Lewis of the marine division at 
Sidney RCMP detachment confirmed that the ticket 
was issued because of observations by his «rew on 
the morning of the accident. 

Mrs. Klein said the Alberni's captain, Al Bahry. 
told Dave Myercough, captain of the Queen of Tsaw- 
wassen, over the radio that "there may have been 
some steering problems” aboard the Alberni, which 
was headed for Swartz Bay after leaving the main¬ 
land Tsawwassen terminal at 6:30 a.m. 

B.C. Ferry Corp. officials said an inquiry in the 
mishap has determined there was no evidence of 
mechanical failure. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
body of John George Dlefen- 
baker will be laid in state 
today in the Parliament 
buildings just a few dozen 
yards from the Commons 
chamber where the former 

f irime minister became a 
iving legend during the last 
39 years. 

A full state funeral will be 
held Sunday for the 83-year- 
old father of the Bill of 
Rights who died Thursday 
from a heart attack in the 
study of his homo. 

The body will then be car¬ 
ried slowly across the coun¬ 
try by train to Saskatoon for 
burial Wednesday, stopping 
at cities and towns en route 
wjiere the people Diefen- 
baker called “my fellow Ca¬ 
nadians” will have an oppor- 
tunity to pay their last 
respects. 

Diefenbaker, who served 
as prime minister from 1957- 
63, will be buried at the Die¬ 
fenbaker Centre near the 
University of Saskatchewan 
along the banks of the Sas¬ 
katchewan River. 

According to Diefen- 
baker's wishes, the remains 
of his second wife, Olive, will 


be exhumed from an Ottawa 
cemetery and also be tran¬ 
sported by train for burial at 
the university, where he first 
studied law and later served 
as chancellor. Mrs. Diefen¬ 
baker died in December, 
1976. 

Dief the Chief, as he was 
known to many Canadians 


and to the Saskatchewan 
voters who sent the staunch 
monarchist to the Hou.se of 
Commons following every 
election since 19-10, died 
clutching some parliamen¬ 
tary papers.

Gears shot, Queen out ^months^ 


With lineups growing and 
truckers grumbling, the B.C. 
Ferry Corporation got more 
bad news Thursday: the 
Queen of AlbemI will now be 
out of action tor at least two 
months instead of the one 
month forecast earlier. 

The truck ferry went 
aground in Active Pass last 
Thursday. 

In a news release Thurs¬ 
day. ferry officials said that 
damage to the No. 2 gearbox 
“is very severe” and that 
No. 2 engine “Is out of align¬ 
ment.” 


The corporation will strip 
both pieces of machinery, 
return the gearbox to Dort¬ 
mund, Germany, where it 
was built, wait for its return, 
and then put the pieces to¬ 
gether again. 

The gearbox is 15 feet long. 
10 feet high and seven feet 
wide. 

In the official language of 
the corporation “the remov¬ 
al and freighting of the gear¬ 
box to Dortmund, examina¬ 
tion including x-rays, 
renewal of parts where pos¬ 
sible, re-assembly and test

Others, she admits, still 
believe in Pickup's compe¬ 
tence. But the elected lead¬ 
ers of the Indian community 
don’t, and nor does Mrs. 
Alfred who had three of her 
four children delivered by 
Pickup.

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Provincial flags flutter at half-mast 


Premiers prod 
Quebec host 
to lower flags 

POINTE-AU-PIC, Que. (UPC) — Flags at the pro¬ 
vincial premiers’ annual conference were not lowered 
to half mast to mark the death of former prime min¬ 
ister John Diefenbaker until the signal of respect was 
requested by the premiers at noon Thursday. 

“1 just suggested to the chairman that the flags should 
be lowered and everyone agreed,” Ontario Premier William 
Davis explained. 

Diefenbaker died early Thursday but the flags of all 
10 provinces were still flying high at the imposing Manoir 
Richelieu when the last leader filed into the meeting hall on 
a cliff above the St. Lawrence River at 10:30 a.m. 

Davis said in Ontario the flags would have been lowered 
automatically, without waiting for the opinion of other 
provincial leaders. 

It was almost noon when the last of the 11 flags — all 
provincial — were lowered to half mast. There was no 
Canadian flag on the conference site. 

Earlier Thursday, a protocol officer in Quebec City 
said flags on provincial buildings would remain at full 
mast. 

“The policy of the government of Quebec on lowering 
flags to half-mast dictates that we follow international 
custom and lower our flags only upon the death of an 
actual head of state or government,” he said. 

However protocol officer Marc Ceullier later announced 
that the flags had been lowered on the legislative building. 
“It was the personal decision of Premier Levesque follow¬ 
ing the collective decision of the premiers,” he said.

ALERT BAY — When the 
talk turns to Indian demands 
that he retire, Dr. Jack Pick¬ 
up lashes out at band council 
staff and reporters who took 
their word Instead of his. 

Then he points to his wait¬ 
ing room as proof of this 
community’s faith in him. 
Most of Pickup's patients 
are Indians. 

There now is a doctor 
working temporarily on the 
Nimpkish Indian reserve, 
but most band members still 
come to see Pickup, even 
though he was found negli¬ 
gent after a young Indian 
girl died In his care. 


“Most of the Indians are 
on my side in the fight,” said 
Pickup, who has practised 
here for almost 30 of his 61 
years. “It’s just that one 
group down there, that group 
that runs the band office.” 

Reflecting the feelings of 
many non-Indian residents 
here. Pickup directs his bit¬ 
terness at reporters. 

“I’m the only one on trial 
here. They check my cre¬ 
dentials but they don't check 
my detractors’.” 

Alert Bay is on tiny Cormo¬ 
rant Island, a 20-minute 
ferry ride from Port McNeill 
on northern Vancouver is¬ 
land. The Indian reserve Is

ton school teacher who has 
been spending summers 
with Diefenbaker as a spe¬ 
cial assistant, found the 
body about 7 a.m. .sprawled 
on a couch in the study of his 
home in posh Rockcliffe 
Park, an Ottawa suburb. The 
study was filled with mo- 
mentoes of his greatest hero. 
Sir John A. Macdonald, the 
first prime minister. 

Efforts to revive Oiefen- 
baker were unsuccessful and 
he was pronounced dead by 
his long-time physician. Dr. 
J. C. Samis. 

Diefenbaker had recently 
recovered from a bout of 
pneumonia he claimed had 
brought him unconifortably 
close to death. Less than a 
week ago, he was boasting 
about his newly-regained 
health and was talking excib 
ediy about planned trips to 
China and the North Pole. 


His last full day, Wednes¬ 
day, was spent in his memo- 
rabilia-filied Parliament 
Hill office, preparing for the 
new Parliament. He also 
made a rare appearance at 
the National Press Club to 
celebrate the acquisition of a 
new billiard table. 

That evening at home, he 
continued working and 
watched part of a baseball 
game on television before 
retiring at 10 p.m. 

Diefenbaker was to have 
gone to the Yukon today to 
participate in the opening of 
the Dempster Highway, 
linking the Yukon to Inuvik. 
N.W.T. — a project con¬ 
ceived during his days as 
prime minister. 

Parliament Hill was flood¬ 
ed by tributes to the man 
whose passions were jus¬ 
tice. nation, the common 
man. Parliament and strong 
ties to the monarchy. 

"Canada has lost a man of 
great stature.” Queen Eliza¬ 


beth said in a statement is¬ 
sued from London. 

Prime Minister Clark, who 
occasonally suffered the 
sting of Diefcnbaker's sharp 
lon^e, called him the na¬ 
tion's first populist prime 
minister. 

“We have last a rare man. 
His imprint on this nation is 
permanent and ail of us who 
were privileged to work with 
him know that we will never 
see his likes again," Clark 
said. 

Opposition Leader Pierre 
Trudeau, who now becomes 
the only living former prime 
minister said: 

“It may seem a strange 
admission from someone 
who was a political adver¬ 
sary but I think 1 can say 
John Diefenbaker was a 
political friend in the .sense 
that we understood each 
other and we certainly sti¬ 
mulated each other."

“But Pickup’s only part of 
the problem. We're looking 
at the whole question of In¬ 
dian health statistics which 
are pretty grim.” 

By alluding to the band’s 
alleged radical connections, 
people seem to be casting 
doubts over everything its 
leaders say. It’s an old trick, 
argue band leaders, but the 
allegation is irrelevant. 

“If it’s radical to worry 
about Indian health, then we 
should all be radical,” said 
Mrs. Alfred, 43. “No one 
wants to talk about Indian 
health problems in a commu¬ 
nity like this or in any com¬ 
munity in B.C. Everyone 
wants to think we have the 
good life." 

After a post-inquest in¬ 
vestigation, the B.C, College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, 
which licenses doctors, 
agreed Pickup had made a 
mtetake, but foqnd him com¬ 
petent in a series of te.sts. 

Since then, changes have 
quietly been made at St. 
George’s Hospital, adjacent 
to an Indian burial ground 
aifi its dozm looming totem 
poles. Until a federal doctor 
arrived in late June, Pickup 
had been the only doctor 
working there for more than 
a year, on call 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The hospital now is operat¬ 
ing under surgical guidelines 
for small hospitals which 
limit the kinds of surgery 
that Pickup or any other 
doctor can perform while 
there are fewer than three 
doctors. 

Hospital board member 
Bill Deadman said major 
surgery, defined as involv¬ 
ing any major body cavity, 
organ or vessel, will gen¬ 
erally be referred to a hospi¬ 
tal with at least three doc¬ 
tors, the nearest one being in 
Campbell Biver. 

In the past. Pickup has 
performed some major sur¬ 
gery with the assistance of 
visiting doctors. On occa¬ 
sion, only two doctors have 
been involved. Referrals 
now will be made more 
often, said Deadman. 

Other changes are being 


made at the hospital based 
on the recommendations of a 
committee headed by Dr. 
Charles Ballam of the health 
ministry. Ballam says "the 
recommendations follow 
good practice that we hope 
any hospital would follow." 

Indian leaders, who want¬ 
ed a full public inquiry, say 
the college, hearing and the 
Ballam report amounted to a 
whitewash. They are await¬ 
ing a promised visit by fed¬ 
eral Health Minister David 
Crombie. 

“We’ve been going on this 
since January and we’re not 
about to give up,” .said Mrs. 
Alfred. "We intend to ask the 
questions publicly. If the 
minister won’t meet with us, 
we’ll find other ways to do 
it." 

Various medical bodies 
have increased their efforts 
to get a second permanent 
doctor in Alert Bay, but 
there are many factors 
working against them: isola¬ 
tion, long hours and the con¬ 
troversy surrounding the 
community in the last few 
months. 

Any attempts to pronounce 
the controversy dead are 
premature. There is sUl{ talk. 
among both Indians and 
whites about Pickup’s al¬ 
leged drinking problem, a 
question brought up at the 
inquest. 

The Indian band still wants 
an investigation of specific 
complaints against Pickup 
which it says its members 
have made in affidavits. 

There are still hard feel¬ 
ings among many whites 
about Vera Robinson, a for¬ 
mer federal Indian health 
worker, and KwakiutI tribe 
spokesman Dara Culhane, 
two whites who have spoken 
on the health-care situation. 

Robinson, now working for 
the band, produced widely- 
quoted figures on Indian 
deaths that turned out to 
apply to several bands, not 
just the Nimpkish. 

Many whites jumped 
quickly to Pickup’s defence 
with tributes—many in the 
form of letters to the editor 
—to his service as former 
mayor, current board of 
trade president and longtime 
doctor.

Premiers see hard times 


POINTE-AU-PIC, </ue. (CP) — The 10 provincial 
premiers see tough times ahead for Canada’s econ¬ 
omy and want the federal government to take imme¬ 
diate action to counter looming unemployment and 
inflation problems. 

But determined to have their say, they agreed at 
their 20th annual conference Thursday to organize a 
federal-provincial finance ministers’ meeting before 
a federal budget was presented in the fall. 

Quebec Premier Rene Levesque, host of the 
conference, said after Thursday’s closed meeting that 
economy and energy talks fill^ most of the day. 

Levesque said the premiers wanted to know as 
soon as possible what would be on the agenda at the 


November economic meeting to outline priorities. 

“Otherwise, we’ll have disappointing results as in 
1978,’’said. 

The start of the conference Thursday was over¬ 
shadowed by the death of former prime minister John 
Diefenbaker. The premiers paid tribute to “The 
Chief” which required some of them to swallow 
political and even personal antagonism before buck¬ 
ling down to the first of three business sessions. 

During the session, the premiers also endorsed a 
proposal by Nova Scotia Premier John Buchanan 
calling for more tax shelters for industry and a 
general loosening of the tax system to help poorer 
provinces attract investors.

Little chance seen 
of oil price accord 


POlNTE-AU-PlC, Que. (UPC) - Can 
ada’s premiers saw little hope of reconcil¬ 
ing the divergent interests of the 10 prov¬ 
inces during discussions of domestic oil 
prices on the first day of their annual 
meeting Thursday. 

“1 think there will probably not be a 
mediating role, since we are not pursuing a 
decision at this conference.” said ^skat- 
chewan Premier Allan Blakeney, whose 
position fell between the extremes of high¬ 
ly industrialized Ontario and oil-rich Al¬ 
berta. 

THE TWO-DAV meeting in this St. 
Lawrence River resort was overshadowed 
even before it began by the sudden death in 
Ottawa of former prime minister John 
Diefenbaker. 

After a morning session devoted to gen¬ 
eral economic problems, such as inflation 
and unemployment, the premiers turned In 
the afternoon to the dispute over who 
should benefit from higher domestic oil 
prices. 

However, the argument did not break 
down along simple producer-consumer 
lines, with oil-producing Saskatchewan 
backing Alberta, and other consumers lin¬ 
ing up behind Ontario. 

ONTARIO HAD suggested before the 
conference, 143 kilometres east of Quebec 
City, that the consuming provinces should 
shnre in the revenue generated by any 
future increases in the price of domestic 
oil. 

I Alberta Premier Peter Lougheed said on 
y the eve of the 20th annual meeting that 


Ontario's position was “completely unac¬ 
ceptable” and “a clear attempt to change 
the basic concept and arrangements of 
Confederation, which left the ownership of 
natural resources to the provinces.” 

Lougheed's view drew some support 
from both New Brunswick Premier Ri¬ 
chard Hatfield and Quebec Premier and 
conference host Rene Levesque, both lead¬ 
ers of oil-importing provinces. 

LEVESQUE AGREED with his western 
colleague in that he adamantly opposed 
any move to reduce a province's control 
over resources within its boundaries. 

Hatfield questioned the wisdom of On¬ 
tario’s suggestion, saying it was impracti¬ 
cal to open a discussion on energy by 
telling Alberta it should not control its own 
oil pri^uction. 

However, Blakeney disputed Lougheed's 
contention that increasing oil revenues 
to the producing companies would lead to 
more exploration and more production. 

SAYING THIS HADN'T happened in the 
past, the Saskatchewan leader suggested 
oil prices should rise but the revenues 
should go to a public fund to finance energy 
projects. 

Ontario’s proposals for dealing with in¬ 
flation, especially by controlling govern¬ 
ment expenditures, drew general support 
in the morning session, Blakeney said.. 

However, Davis’ suggestion that the 
public be told “what is fair and reasonable 
income and price demands” would be un¬ 
acceptable U) most Canadians, the western 
premier said.

Killer bandits 
baffle police 

MONTREAL (CP) — Police say they have no firm leads in 
the $330,000 holdup at a CBC employees' credit union 
Wednesday morning that left one armor^ truck guard dead 
and another with gunshot wounds. 

A spokesman said investigators were keeping an open 
mind on the possibility the holdup might be link^ with the 
escape from custody last week of convicted armed robber 
Michel Lafleur. 

Wednesday's heist was pulled off by two hooded gunmen 
who entered the CBC's east-end Montreal headquarters just 
as two guards, employees of Alliance Securite Blinde Ltee., 
were transferring money from the truck to the building. 

One guard, 30-year-old Bernard Babeu, died instantly 
after being struck by bullets in the heart and thigh. 

His partner, 2I-year-old Roger Audet, was shot in the neck 
and side and is in critical condition. 

The gunmen, one of them wounded and bleeding, fled with 
a third accomplice and climbed into a taxi. A fourth person 
followed in a brown van. 

The taxi driver was released unharmed and the four 
disappeared in the van, which police are still looking for. 



Program on schedule, budget 

Aurora over Arctic 


HALIFAX (CP) - As the 
firstof Canada's new Aurora 
/ submarine hunter-kilier air¬ 
craft wings its way across 
the Arctic in its first north¬ 
ern test flight, the program 
to build its 17 sister craft is 
on schedule and on budget, 
according to the program's 
commander. 

Brig.-Gen. Alan Picker¬ 
ing. in Canada after three 
years supervising the Auro¬ 
ra construction program at 
the Lockheed Corp. plant in 
Burbank, Calif., said Thurs¬ 
day that the $1.031-billion 
program would provide a 
new and sophisticated front 
line of defence against for¬ 
eign submarines. 

Pickering, the Maritime 
Air Group commander, has 


responsibility for coastal 
aircraft patrols. 

The first Aurora will ar¬ 
rive at CFB Greenwood, 
N.S., its principal base, next 
May. The other 17 will follow 
at about two a month to re¬ 
place 23 aging CL-28 Argus 
aircraft that have patrolled 
Canadian waters since 1938. 

Pickering said an indust¬ 
rial benefits package 
worked out with Lockh^ 
provided for a return that 
more than equalled the price 
of the Aurora. 

While the Lockheed con¬ 
tract was worth about $730 
million in direct payments, 
the company had promised 
to return, with U.S. govern¬ 
ment co-operation, about

HOW WILL CANADIANS who watch with Inter¬ 
est the politics of our country remember John 
Diefenbaker? Probably not in the grave and 
sombre terms of ritual tributes being paid his 
memory now. 

More likely they will recall him as the 
ferocious elder statesman of Parliament, head 
shaking, pouched eyes staring, arms on hips, 
uttering in that deep-down rumble and rolling 
cadence which was his, some biting criticism. 
He had a way of making everything he said 
sound Important. It wasn’t, of course, but It was 
a neat trick for keeping your attention. 

John Dienfenbaker, like the rest of us, was 
not simply this or that kind of person but a 
complex mix of many talents, thoughts and 
moods. Too bad Canadians didn’t see him laugh 
more often because he had a fine sense of 
humor, well known to those who talked with 
him. 

What we should acknowledge at his death is 
that he was passionately in love with Canada 
and devoted half a century to public service of 
one kind or another trying to do what he 
perceived needed doing. 

There arc a handful of words which come 
to mind in the struggle to touch upon the 
essence of him: visionary, critic, self-right 
eous, durable. Perhaps more than anything 
else he was a voice for little people, for the 
defence. That’s how he began and that’s how 
his life ran to the very end. It’s not hard to 
visualize him so many years ago, rising Indig¬ 
nant, as lawyer for the defence in some 
prairie courtroom. He spent a lifetime at it, 
arguing fur the underdog, fur old people, for the 
poor, for Indians. 

He regarded as his crowning achievement 
his Bill of Rights — but he will not be remem¬ 
bered by most of us as a great prime minister. 
He was always far more deft and believable as 
critic. With the help of a partner who was an 
outstanding person herself, he was amazingly 
durable, surviving election defeat, desperate 
political infighting and advancing years to 
emerge as an isolated, sometimes savage but 
always listened-to voice in Parliament, his own 
man to the end. 

Stanley Knowles, a fellow politician, said it 
rather well: “When someone dies at the age of 
83 it isn't a time for sadness. It is a time fur a 
celebration of a life well-lived.” 


This ambassador 
won’t be missed 

AS AN ACTIVIST church minister and civil 
rights leader in the 19(i0s, Andrew Yqung was 
outstandingly successful. As a black congress¬ 
man from Georgia in the early 1970s (the first 
in the south since a black man was elected in 
North Carolina in 1901), he established a solid 
reputation for conscientiousness, hard work 
and legislative reform. But as the United States 
ambassador to the United Nations for the past 
two and a half years he was a total disaster. 

Mr. Young has now resigned from that 
sensitive position amid the furore over hjs 
unauthorized meeting with a representative of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. For the 
sake of his friend President Jimmy Carter, the 
U.S. and international diplomacy, his exit 
comes not a moment too soon. 

In his words and actions Andrew Young 
was everything an ambassador should not be — 
reckless, insensitive to circumstances, indis¬ 
creet, devastatingly outspoken, a chronic 
name-caller. He saw himself as a crusading 
righter of wrongs, apparently blind to the fact 
that that is not the rule of an ambassador. 

His gaffes were legion. His rash statements 
on explosive political situations in some of the 
world’s trouble spots were repudiated by the 
State Department several times. In 1977, Mr. 
Young apologized after saying Britain was “a 
little chicken on racism.” 

In the apt words of a Washington observer, 
he “appointed himself a roving social critic, a 
scold without portfolio,” and he was “as subtle 
as a brick.” 

President Carter has predicted that some 
day Andrew Young will become “a hero to the 
Third World.-” Perhaps. But the nations of this 
■ troubled world need ambassadors with tact and 
judgment, not heroics. 


A sentence based on charity and hope

Crown Prosecutor Jean Pierre Bonnin 
had asked (or an “exemplary” eight- 
year sentence to let the punishment fit 
the crime. At the other extreme, de¬ 
fence attorney Serge Menard asked 
for a suspend^ sentence. Noting that 
the defendants had already suffered 
considerable physical and mental dis¬ 
tress during their eight-year exile, he 
underlined that they had recanted 
their heresies and consequently any 
remaining debt to society could be re¬ 
paid by doing benevolent work in the 
community. 

Either of these extremes would 
really have set the cat amongst the pi-

gcons, editorially and politically. In 
addition to the “punishment” aspect, 
supporters of a long sentence argue its 
importance as a deterrent. Opponents 
are skeptical. 

Freedom-fighters, as the Cassette- 
Trudels considered themselves in 1970, 
are fanatics — not easily deterred. 
Perhaps if the death penalty applied to 
political kidnapping, some adven¬ 
turers would pause for thought. But 
even that Is not certain because terror¬ 
ists are usually well enough organized 
to escalate the “war” when an accom¬ 
plice is in danger of the noose. Cer¬ 
tainly a Jail term i.sn’t likely to affect 
operations significantly unless all the 
ringleaders are behind bars. 

Consequently “deterrence” la 
hardly reason enough for keeping the 
Cossette-Trudels as “guests of the 
state” for an extended period. It would 
cost a lot of money add prevent the 
rehabilitation of the family as useful 
members of society. More serious. It 
would embitter many French-Cana- 
dlan nationalists at a most inappro¬ 
priate time from the standpoint of the 
referendum debate. 


English-speaking Canadians must 
remember that most Quebeckers view 
history and the Quebec crisis of 1970 
from a unique perspective. Convinced 
of the necessity of loosening the “Eng¬ 
lish" yoke in order to become “mas¬ 
ters in their own house,” even some 
federalists have a grudging sympathy 
for the liberation movement. We be¬ 
lieve they have enjoyed sufficient 
freedom to do pretty much as they like 
within the Canadian federation — but 
they don't see it that way. And you 
can't persuade people to shuck off 
deeply-rooted beliefs simply by telling 
them they are wrong. 

It's not .surprising, then, that when 
the War Measures Act was proclaimed 
in 1970 and the troops moved in, Que¬ 
beckers could not accept the fact that 
the decisions had been taken by their 
own francophone compatriots. They 
perceived the high-handed oppression 
in terms of “Ottawa” and “Les Ang¬ 
lais”. 

No doubt that whole unhappy epi¬ 
sode will be rehashed ad nauseam 
when the referendum debate really 


gets rolling. Equally certain, a harsh 
sentence for the Cosette-Trudels 
would have doused gasoline on the 
smoldering embers to the extent that 
even moderates might have been 
caught up In the emotionally charged 
issue. 

At the same time Judge Mayrand 
realized that it would be quite Impos¬ 
sible to forego a jail term completely. 
True, the political climate is quite 
different today from what it was when 
James Cross was held prisoner. 
Nevertheless, a total absolution would 
have been too much for the majority to 
swallow. More than just the passage of 
time is needed to expunge the sin of 
kidnapping — especially kidnapping a 
foreign diplomat. 

In my opinion Judge Mayrand did 
as well as Solomon might have in 
protecting the public interest. Too 
tough for the separatists and not 
nearly tough enough for the hard¬ 
liners. the two years less a day is 
sufficient to keep the cpnnection be¬ 
tween truth and consequences. The 
verdict, in the judge's words, was 
based on charity and hope — not ven¬ 
geance, hatred or bitterness.

Tenacity heats popularity 
in the contest for president

WA.SHINGTON — The 1980 
U.S. presidential election 
still is IS months away. But 
due to the se¬ 
ries of politi- ^ 

cal actions 
taken by 
President 
Carter since 
his return 
from East 
Asia in July, 
he and his 
rivals, de¬ 
clared and 
presump¬ 
tive, now are through the 
starting gate of the cam¬ 
paign and running. 

The immediate question 
for all watchers of the 
American political scene is 
whether Carter himself al¬ 
ready is a lame duck presi¬ 
dent whose office will be 
occupied by some other per¬ 
son come next inauguration 
day. 

The case for lame duck 
status is a strong one and 
widely accepted at the mo¬ 
ment. There is not the slight¬ 
est. doubt that Carter has 
failed to acquire the popular 
image of a strong leader. 

Most appraisals of his rec¬ 
ord in the presidency, wheth¬ 
er from the friendly or un¬ 
friendly angle, take it for 
granted that he has been 
weak and lacking in leader¬ 
ship qualities. He never has 
been able to arouse the kind 
of enthusiasm that went to 
either of the Roosevelts, to 
Dwight Eisenhower, to John 
F. Kennedy or to Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Nor is there any visible 
reason to think that he and 
the image-makers on his 
staff can generate Carter 
popularity of that sort. 

Some politicians have it 
and some do not. It seems to. 
be a fairly safe assumption 
that Carter will have to fight 
through this campaign with¬ 
out often or even ever being 
able to roiise an audience to 
spontaneous cheers. He has 
been a lacklustre president 
and he is fated to be a lack¬ 
lustre campaigner. 

But to count him out now 
would be a mistake. Here are 
some of the reasons:

Everything he has done 
during the month of July 
has been done to get himself 
and his administration ready 
for the campaign. His politi¬ 
cal appointments were de¬ 
signed to shed from his 
political household those 
members whose top priori¬ 
ties did not include the re- 
election of Carter. He has 
picked successors who will 
"play on the team”. 

His policy decisions have 
been keyed to the same pur¬ 
pose. In selecting the ele¬ 
ments of his enerw program 
he put aside anything which 
would be unpopular with 
large voting blocs. He ac¬ 
cepted those measures 
which can buy him political 
time. If the planning in July 
works out as intended, there 
will be no more waiting lines 
at gasoline filling stations 
before election day, and the 
price of gasoline will not go 
substantially above the $l-a- 
gallon level before election 
day. 

In other words. Carter is a 
determined candidate. Some 
of the things he has done 
may be mistaken. But there 
is no doubt that he has been 
doing everything he can do, 
wisely or unwisely, to win 
the nomination and, if no¬ 
minated, the election. And, 
considering the advantages 
which go to a campaigning 
president, one would be fool¬ 
ish to count this one out at 
this stage of events. 

Then consider his rating in 
the polls. It reached a new

and all-time low during the 
gasoline waiting lines. It was 
so far down that he had no 
place else to go but up. It was 
so low that he began to get 
the advantage of the sym¬ 
pathy vote. He had become 
the "underdog.” 

The inability to rouse mass 
enthusiasm is a liability, but 
by no means a decisive one. 
Hubert Humphrey could 
bring a crowd to its feet 
roaring in spontaneous en¬ 
thusiasm. Richard Nixon 
could not. Nixon audience 
cheers were pre-arranged. 
But Nixon beat Humphrey. 

Few politicians in recent 
American history have en¬ 
joyed such enthusiastic audi¬ 
ences as did Adlai Steven¬ 
son. but Steveson was a 
two-time loser. Tenacity 
counts mure in an American 
political career than popu¬ 
larity. Nixon proved it. 

Finally. Carter has a bet¬ 
ter record to sell than most 
persons are inclined as of 
today to assume. His country 
is at peace, no American 
soldier Is in combat any¬ 
where. His people still enjoy 
the luxuries of a high-con¬ 
sumption, affluent exis¬ 
tence. He dragged Israel and 
Egypt successfully to a 
peace treaty — and just 
might win through to a gen¬ 
eral peace in the Middle East 
Before election day. The 
trend Is in that direction. 

As for his opponents, a lot 
of them looked better when 
they were merely "possibili¬ 
ties” than they will look 
after a few skirmishes in the 
running. Many a fast horse 
at the start falls out along the 
way. Sen. Edward Kennedy 
and Gov. Jerry Brown both 
seem to have lost lustre since 
the political writers and pro¬ 
fessionals began looking 
them over seriously. 

Carter's political prestige 
has been through a lew point. 
It Is on the mend at the 
moment. He will have a long, 
hard road ahead to election 
day. But the soundest as¬ 
sumption of the moment is 
that he still is “the man to 
beat.”

.Speculating on the effect 
of such a system here, how 
long would it be before the 
metric system was restrict¬ 
ed to the .export indu.stries 
that benefit from it and 
scrapped for all domestic 
purposes? How long before' 
there were motions to scrap 
(he Official Languages Act. 
to change the immigration 
rules, to tighten the bail and 
parole laws and restore the 
death penalty for premedi¬ 
tated murder? 

Probably not very long 
But don't hold your breath. 
How can it happen when the 
institution of a referendum 
system would have to be 
passed by the same legisla¬ 
tors who now support the 
policies so many people 
don't agree with? 

It's fair to say that the 
Liberals are an endangered 
species outside Quebec be¬ 
cause of a widespread disen¬ 
chantment with Pierre Tru¬ 
deau's policies. Of those, the 
most prominent in their ef¬ 
fect on the unorganized ma¬ 
jority are official bilingua¬ 
lism. immigration, metric 
madness and soft-headed¬ 
ness toward crime. 

Joe Clark has said his two 
priorities are a Freedom of 
Information Act and reform 
of the Parliament whose 
powers to control spending 
were removed by Pierre 
Trudeau in 1969. He has also 
declared his intention of per¬ 
mitting private members' 
bills to go to a vote and to 
have a free vole on the death 
p«uialty. 

It's a start. No light yet. 
but maybe a tunnel.

fie was irascible, cantankerous, highly opinion’ 
ated, pi‘lly, vicious, spiteful, choleric and, many 
insist, irrational. 

But he was also warm, kind, humorous - espe¬ 
cially humorous • dogmatic, brilliant, forceful and 
above all, he was possessed of that undeniable 
attribute — color, pizzazz, charisma. And because of 
Ibis attribute, he made life in Canada's field of 
politics just a little more human, just a little more 
enjoyable. 

lie was, no matter what yardstick you use. one of 
the greatest public figures this Canada has ever 
known ^nd I'm glad I at least had some personal 
encounters with the late John George Diefenbaker, 
encounters that I will always remember and certain¬ 
ly, always cherish. 

My first brush with Diefenbaker came during his 
reign as prime minister — at a Grey Cup game of the 
late Fifties. Now it was tradition that the prime 
minister would participate in a ceremonial kickoff 
prior to the actual start of the game at CNE Stadium. 
And you knew that Dief would relish every last 
second of that limelight. 

Now these special kickoffs were gaining some 
notoriety insofar as the distance of the kicks were 
concerned. They were all trying to set a “record" for 
the longest kick. That's when a couple of my sport¬ 
writing friends and 1 decided to have some fun with 
the procedure. We arranged to get a very thin- 
skinned football and have it filled with helium. You 
can readily understand that such a ball might carry 
forever and it certainly would bring a great roar 
from the assembled throng. 

EVEK\'THIiNG was in readiness, but at the last 
moment the commissioner of the Canadian Football 
League, G. Sydney Halter, heard about the prank. He 
called us to his hotel suite in the Royal York and in no 
uncertain terms, told us he would do all in his power 
to make sure the ersatz football was kept away from 
the festivities. 

Diefenbdker got wind of the whole caper and sent 
an aide looking for y'r obedient servant. I was found 
and ushered to DIefenbaker's suite in the same hotel. 
And with jowls jiggling and eyes sparkling, John 
Diefenbaker shook my hand and wondered if there 
wasn't any possible way we could still use that 
helium-inflated football. 

“They'd never match my record," he chuckled, 
“Pearson would be forgotten." 

I spent an enjoyable half hour with him that 
particular day and found him to be very knowledg- 
able about the Canadian game of football. Unlike 
Pierre Trudeau years later, who had to have a crash 
course from aide Vic Chapman the week before the 
game .so he wouldn't appear to be a complete sport¬ 
ing eunuch, Diefenbaker knew all about the players, 
the strengths of the teams, etc. But that was to be 
expected because Diefenbaker was a voracious read¬ 
er and his appetite was never slaked by politics 
alone. He read a newspaper, for instance, from front 
to back and his retentive powers were legendary. 

MANY YEARS LATER I visited with him here 
at The Empre.ss and he still chuckled about what 
might have been in that "kickoff." But I also saw the 
tough, hard side of John Diefenbaker at that time. 1 
saw the genuine dislike for his adversary. Lester 
Pearson. He insisted Pearson had lied about many 
facets of his tenure and swore he would bare all those 
lies in his later literary reminiscences. 

He was just as honest and brutal in his summa¬ 
tion of Trudeau. He flat out did not like the man and 
refused to hide behind political protocol by steering 
clear of pointed reference to his adversary. This, 
then. I think, was the basic John Diefenbaker. He 
was tough, he was mean, but he was also honest and 
we all know that honesty put him in hot water many 
times during his long career. 

And while the John Diefenbaker legend grew out 
of his life in politics, many will remember him as the 
colorful, talented lawyer. Had the man decided to 
stay with law rather than throw his hat into the 
political arena, I have no doubt his fame would have 
been on a par with that of the Louis Nizers, the 
Melvin Beilis, the Percy Foremans and the J.J. 
Robinettes. 

I have no doubt that had John Diefenbaker 
wanted to become a violinist, he would have been a 
great violinist, or had he wanted to become an actof, 
he would have become a great actor. John G. 
Diefenbaker, in short, would have been renowned 
regardless of the field he chose 

He was a giant of our time— he's already a giant 
in our history. 


Generation played game that way 

Harsh political partisanship marked era

Harsh political partisan¬ 
ship marked much of John 
DIefenbaker's period as 
prime minister from 1957 to 
1963. 

That was a generation that 
played the game that way. It 
was a product, too, of the 
personalities of some of the 
main players. And it was the 
issues. 

The Diefenbaker years 
produced solid legislation 
ranging from resource de¬ 
velopment to social benefits, 
penal reform and more 
money for the provinces. 

He fougbt with Joey 
Smallwood of Newfoundland 
over money and the attempt¬ 
ed use of the RCMP in a 
bitter logging strike, with 
the late W. A. C, Bennett of 
British Columbia over power 
development of the Colum¬ 
bia River and with T. C. 
(Tommy) Douglas of Sas¬ 
katchewan about a lot of 
things. 

CANADA-U.S. relations 
soured once the young John 
F. Kennedy appeared. In 
fact, the dispute about ac¬ 
cepting American nuclear 
arms on Canadian soil be¬ 
came the issue dominating 
the 1962 election and the final 
defeat in 1963. 

But from the start, his 
most consistent problem as 
manoeuvred by a relatively 
tiny opposition, was the 
economy, relatively healthy 
by today's statistics. 

Liberals cried foul in 1957 
when the newly-elected man 
from Saskatchewan 
flourished what he called a 
secret Liberal forecast pre¬ 
dicting on the eve of its own 
defeat serious economic 
troubles. The ailment sur¬ 
vived to plague him.

THE EARLY flamboyant 
act was a Diefenbaker spe¬ 
cial of no-holds-barred poli¬ 
tics by a man who played to 
win and had often lost. 

He first ran for the (Am¬ 
mons in 1925, finally getting 
there in 1940, and it was his 
durable joke that the only- 
protection for a Conserva¬ 
tive in the Saskatchewan of 
that period was the game 
laws. 


He had, after all, cut his 
teeth fighting the Liberal 
machine of the long-time 
federal agriculture minis¬ 
ter, James G. (Jimmy) 
Gardner, and he had the 
scars to prove it.

Funeral, death talk 
didn’t bother Dief

OTTAWA — Several months ago, a 
senior bureaucrat named Graham Glock- 
ling made an appoinlment with John Die¬ 
fenbaker and summoned all the tact and 
diplomacy he could muster. 

He works for the Secretary of Slate's 
department and one of his responsibilities 
is organizing state funerals. 

Despite the sombre nature of the dis- 
eussion, Glockling says DIefenbaker's re¬ 
ception was such that there were no awk¬ 
ward moments. 

"I had discussed funeral arrange¬ 
ments with him several times," the official 
said in an interview. "The last time was a 
couple of months ago." 

Glockiing noted Diefenbaker "asked 
for a Slate funeral." 

The two men discussed protocol, the 
type of memorial service that would be 
held, and such things as arrangements fur 
family and personal friends amidst the 
inevitable presence of VIP's. 

When Glockling stepped from the 
shower as a phone rang in his home shortly 
before Sam yesterday and he was told by 
“a friend" of news Diefenbaker had died. 

The first thing Glockling did was call 
the Department of Public Works, issuing 
authorization that all Canadian flags on 
federal buildings were to be lowered tp 
half-mast. 


Then he rushed to his office for a 9 
a.m. meeting with Undersecretary of 
State Pierre Juneau, the tup official of his 
department. 

After briefing his boss on preliminary 
plans for funeral arrangements. Glockling 
called the Prime Minister's Office to re¬ 
ceive official authorization for a State fu- 
nerah 

"Although it's a formality, the prime 
minister has to give permission for a Slate 
funeral," said the official, noting the only 
Canadians eligible fur such honors are 
present and former PMs and governors- 
general. 

Despite the advance planning, Glock¬ 
ling also called an afternoon meeting 
which he said was to be attended “by 50 to 
60 people." 

These discussions, at the Secretary of 
State's headquarters in Hull's Terrace de 
la Chaudiere, brought together offfcials of 
myriad agencies including the RCMP and 
Utlawa police. There were also representa¬ 
tives of External Affairs, which will ex¬ 
tend invitations to the diplomatic corps to 
attend the funeral. 

Also present. Glockling noted, was a 
representative of Canadian National, sum¬ 
moned because of DIefenbaker's wish that 
his body be transported by train from 
the capital to Saskatoon for interment.

The Four Horsemen were 
led by Pearson, a parliamen¬ 
tary novice who learned the 
hard way and who died Dec. 
27. 1971, after being prime 
minister from 1963 to 1968. 
There was Paul .Martin, an 
MP since 1935 and now step¬ 
ping down as High Commis¬ 
sioner to Brilaih; J.W. Pick- 
ersgill. former minister and 
now retired; and Lionel 
Chevrier, another veteran 
minhiier still active with 
Nordair. 

THEY’ HAD ammunition, 
starting with the still-contro¬ 
versial Diefenbaker decision 
in 1959 to scrap the Avro 
Arrow military aircraft.

IT ALL rUUK a loll. Tile 
Diefenbaker record major 
ily evaporated in 1962 to a 
minority governmenl that 
lost in 1963.

In the 12 
that gave figures for the 
month of May — all but Italy 
and Denmark — consumers 
were paying an average of 
8.3 per cent more for their 
purchases than they had 
been doing a year before. 
This was the eighth month in 
a row to show such a rise, 
and the IMF said the trend 
seemed to continue in June. 

The U.S. fi^re was 10.8 
per cent in May and 10.9 per 
cent In June. The May figure 
for the United States was the 
highest among the 12 coun¬ 
tries reporting. In June, 
Britain's figure rose to 11.3 
per cent. 

The upward tendency was 
hlso visible in West Ger¬ 
many, Japan, Belgium, Swe¬ 
den, Norway and Switzer¬ 
land. 

Among the 12, Switzerland 
still had the lowest figure in 
May, a price rise of only 2.9 
per cent for the preceding 12 
months, closely followed by 
Japan and Austria with 3.1 
per cent. But Switzerland 
showed a conaiderabie Jump 
to an annual rate of four per 
cent in June, for which the 
Japanese and Austrian fig¬ 
ures were not available. 

Three countries reported a 
downward trend of consum¬ 
er prices in May: Canada, 
Austria and the Netherlands, 
while France remained 
stable at the high rate of 10 .1 
per cent. 

The IMF reported in a 
"memorandum'' that the 
rich industrial countries are 
going deeper into the red on 
their international trade. 
They bought $87.3 billion 
worth of goods in May, a 
record figure and nearly $10 
billion more than they sold. 
That deficit was more than 
twice as large as April's. 

France, West Germany 
and Japan accounted for 
roughly $I billion each of the 
rise in imports. There was 
also a $1.6-billion increase in 
exports, mostly from the 
United States, Japan, 
France, West (Germany, 
Norway and Switzerland.

Fed bumps 
bank rate 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board increased its bank lending rate to a record 10^% 
Thursday, virtually ensuring higher interest rates that 
likely will worsen the recession in the United States. 

The increase in the board’s discount rate from 10 per 
cent means that banks which borrow from the Federal 
Reserve Board will have to pay more to borrow, and 
thus charge more when they lend the money to business 
and consumers. 

Even before the board announced the increase, there 
was plenty of new evidence that the U.S. was slipping 
deeper into the recession that most economists believe will 
continue into 1980. 

The commerce department said housing starts in July 
declined to an annual rate of 1,799,000 units — a seven-per¬ 
cent drop from June and an 18-per-cent decline from a year 
earlier. 

And the Federal Reserve Board reported earlier that 
total output by U.S. mines, factories and utilities dropped 0.1 
per cent in July, the same as in June. Auto-makers r^uced 
production by three per cent to an annual rate of 8.8 million 
units. 

The increase in the discount rate was the second in 
two months. The board last raised i,t to 10 per cent July 20 
In an effort to halt the slide in the U.S. dollar on world 
money markets. 

But higher interest rates also have the effect of slow¬ 
ing economic growth because they increase the cost 
of borrowing for such things as business investment, 
home-buying and consumer purchases. 

The slowdown in home-building and the drop in in¬ 
dustrial output are bad news for workers because they al¬ 
most certainly will men an increase in unemployment. 

The Federal Reserve Board said auto-makers probably 
will reduce production to a 7.3-million-unit rate in August in 
response to the continuing slide in auto sales. 


Chrysler rebate 
not for Canada 


TORONTO (CP) — While 
financially-troubled 
Qirysler Corp. is expected to 
introduce a rebate program 
to help sell huge inventories 
-ot its big cars, the Canadian 
subsidiary says it does not 
have any inventories prob¬ 
lems. 

The U.S. parent said re¬ 
ports of the rebates program 
were speculation after 
dekler sources said that 
Chrysler will introduce $300 
to MOO rebates to sell its 
trucks and its cars with V-8 
engines. 

•'We don’t know what's 
happened over there (in De¬ 
troit) but we understand it 
-(the rebate program) is 
planned to go ahead in the 
United States,” said R. F. 
Kiborn, vice-president of 


Chrysler Canada Ltd. 

“It has been common 
knowledge for some time.” 

Kiborn said Chrysler Can¬ 
ada will have a lower inven¬ 
tory from the 1979 models 
than it did last year. 

“And with the new models 
we will be bringing out this 
year we also exp^t to be 
able to hold our present level 
of sales and improve our 
market share.” 

While the U.S. parent’s 
share of the market has de¬ 
creased to 10 per cent, 
Chrysler has 18 per cent of 
the Canadian auto market. 

Chrysler Canada sales in 
the first seven months of the 
year dropped 3.6 per cent 
from last year and truck 
sales are down one per 
cent.

NEW YORK (AP) — Those “don’t-leave-hdme- 
wlthout-them” television commercials for American 
Express travellers cheques are under attack. 

Competitors say the ads unfairly imply that 
people who lose travellers cheques may not be able to 
get a refund unless the cheques are American Ex¬ 
press. 

Citicorp Services, which issues First National 
City travellers cheques, took full-page advertise¬ 
ments Thursday in the New-York Times, the Wash¬ 
ington Post and some editions ot the Wall Street 
Journal to advise: “Don’t leave home without all the 
facts.” 

“We felt that we had no choice,” said Jeffrey 
Neuhert, president of Citicorp Services. He said the 
company asked American Express to withdraw the 
ads and was turned down. 

Neubert said sales agents are complaining that 
potential customers are becoming increasingly con¬ 
cerned about the refundability of First National City 
cheques. 

American Express refused to comment. 

Coiiot Guerard of the division of advertising 
practices in the U.S. Federal Trade Commission’s 
Bureau of Consumer Protection said the agency 
“probably will take a look at the American Express 
ad.” 

Both Barclay’s Bank and Thomas (>ok Inc. have 
also criticized the American Express commercial. 

The Citicorp ad said: “The implication is clear: 
travellers will have trouble getting a refund for any 
travellers cheques other than American Express ... 
or indeed, any refund at all. 

“... The fact is that all major travellers cheques 
provide a refund when their cheques are lost or sto¬ 
len.” 

First National City has about 18 per cent of the 
between $25 billion and ^ billion world travellers 
cheque market.

Engineering studies a year 
ago found a power potential 
of 2.5 million kilowatts which 
could help meet the prov¬ 
ince’s future electricity 
needs during the 1990s, a 
corporation spokesman said 
in a news release. 

About 50 Hydro and out¬ 
side consultants are working 
in the area this summer on 
the project, which includes 
drilling to determine if the 
area has a suitable founda¬ 
tion for a dam and if ade¬ 
quate supplies of construc¬ 
tion material exist. Hydro 
said. 

The over-all scheme for 
both rivers could generate 
about 14 billion kilowatt 
hours of power annually. The 
W. A. C. Bennett dam on the 
Peace River produced 11.9 
billion kilowatt hours for the 
year ended March 31.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
recession Is like a wave in a 
pond, rippling slowly and in¬ 
evitably across the econ¬ 
omy, affecting different sec-. 
tors at different times in 
different ways. 

Many Carter administra¬ 
tion economists, including 
newly confirmed Treasury 
Seeretary William Miller, 
say the United States is in a 
recession. Statistics show 
retail sales down. Inven¬ 
tories up, the gross national 
product slipping. 

But a downturn’s most 
dramatic sign — unemploy¬ 
ment — has yet to show tip 
nationally. The current job¬ 
less rate, 5.7 per cent, is 
nearly unchanged from re¬ 
cent months. 

Economists say, however, 
that unemployment lags be¬ 
hind other indicators in sig- 
nalliitg a recession. 

“The 5.7-per-cent rate is a 
last gasp before everything 
on the employment front 
gets pretty rotten,” says 
Jeffrey Green, an economist 
at Wharton’s Econometrics 
Forecasting Associates.

Damned good 
to hometown, 
neighbors say 

PRINCE ALBERT (CP) — “He was a pretty good 
guy" — That sums up the response of most Prince Al¬ 
bertans Thursday to the passing of John Diefenbaker, their 
Member of Parliament for the past 39 years. 

The character of the man overshadowed his political 
career for most people in Prince Albert. Many have 
been bom during the Diefenbaker era and have never 
known any other federal politician. His political ca¬ 
reer in Prince Albert was almost like a reign, a role in 
which he was cast for so long that no replacement could be 
imagined. 

“MR. DIEFENBAKER WAS a damned good man," one 
elderly woman stated fiercely. 

“He did as much as anybody for Canada." affirmed 
her friend. “He was working on our railway for us.” She 
explained Diefenbaker was helping to retain a railway 
branch line whose future was uncertain. 

“I met him several times; he was a real gentlemen,” 
said a city resident. “He did quite a bit for Prince Albert 
and I always voted for him.” 

A VISITOR TO PRINCE Albert from Stayner, Ont. said 
she didn’t know too much about him but her mother used to 
talk about Diefenbaker all the time and said he was a 
good man. 

And, the stranger to Prince Albert was typical of 
her fellow Canadians who say they don't know about 
politics but they sure liked the man. 

Surprisingly, the young people knew more of Biefen- 
baker's accomplishments than the adults. 

“HE HELPED THE WEST.” was one teenager's opin¬ 
ion of Diefenbaker. “Before he was prime minister, the 
West didn’t really belong to Canada. He helped develop this 
area.” 

Two women of Indian origin said Diefenbaker had 
tried his best for natives on reserves in Canada. “We’re 
getting things now that we didn't get before because of 
him.” they agreed. 

“He was good to farmers., the middle class and the peo¬ 
ple who worked for a living,” noted another woman in 
downtown Prince Albert. 

HARRY BVLLER, WHO USED to chauffeur Diefen¬ 
baker during election campaigns praised him as “the b«t 
man 1 ever met. Everything he did was wonderful and 1 
never disagreed with him.” 


Many good men were inad¬ 
vertently involved in the de¬ 
bacle of 1966, when a few 
small men hacked down the 
Chief and left a shattered 
Conservative party. Dief 
had long since let bygones be 
bygones with those who 
made amends, but he never 
forgave those with blood on 
their hands. 

WHAT DO I remember of 
John Diefenbaker? 

Courage . .. “I don't walk 
through side doors," as he 
strode into a hostile crowd. 
Then as hooligans threa¬ 
tened to clout the 68-year-old 
prime minister: “You lay 
one hand on me and I’ll give 
you the worst trimming of 
your life.” 

Lau^ter... a devastat¬ 
ing mimicry which ranged 
from Lester Pearson to Win¬ 
ston Churchill to Jack Pick- 
ersgill to Jackie Kennedy, 

Integrity . . . “How were 
you ever able to put up with 
50 years of dealing with 
those bastards?’’ I once 
asked. “Well," he said, “al¬ 
ways be able to tell them to 
go to hell. But never let the 
bastards ever get to you.”

Moments after John Oiefenbaker's death the tributes 
started and within a few hours they were pouring in — 
from his former cabinet ministers, from the longtime 
friends who spoke of his decency and honesty and from 
his political enemies. 

A theme emerged from their comments: John George 
Diefenbaker— prime minister from June 21, 1957, to April 
22, 1963, and member of Parliament for the Saskatcfiewan 
riding of Prince Albert — was a great Canadian who would 
become an integral chapter in the country's history books. 

And from the sorrow and admiration of those who 
praised him came heartfelt eulogies that the history 
books can never capture. 

• There was Ellen Fairclough of Hamilton, secretary of 
state in DIefenbaker’s cabinet, on her way to work in a 
Toronto office building when a man darted from a bookstore 
in a hotel mall and shocked her with the news. 

“1 don’t think he'll ever be forgotten,” she said. “In my 
opinion he had the greatest impact on the Canadian 
scene of anybody since Sir John A. Macdonald.” 

• Liberal Senator Sidney BnckwoM said from his home 
in Saskatoon that Diefenbaker, a friend for years, symbo¬ 
lized the spirit of Western Canada. 

"I don't know whether we’ll produce another politi¬ 
cal leader like John Diefenbaker,” said Buckwold, a 
senator since 1971. 

• In Ottawa, Prime Minister ipe Clark, reading a state¬ 
ment in English and French, described the former prime 


minister as “a great humOn force who changed the his¬ 
tory of our country and became a symbol of the resil¬ 
ient strength of the Canadian individual.” 

• Conservative Senator David Walker, Diefenbaker’s 
minister of public works and best man at Diefenbaker’s 
wedding in the summer of 1953, had special insight into the 
character of the man known to many as the chief. 

( “He’s been at death’s door several times in the past 
months,” Walker said. “Typical of him, he worked all-he 
time. 

“I think he was the greatest prime minister we’ve 
had since John A. ... He took his time doing things, but 
when he did them they were right. He had a deep abiding 
faith in a great Canada. 

“He’s the one who opened up the West,” Walker said. 
“He’s the one who opened up the North.” 

• Former Newfoundland premier Joseph Smallwood 
and Diefenbaker feuded frequently between 1957 and 1963 
when the Conservatives were in power. But Smallwood, said 
there was no aftermath or personal dislike. 

“He built a name and a reputation that will last a 
long time in Canada,” Smallwood said. 

• Another political opponent was Stanley Knowles, New 
Democratic MP for Winnipeg North Centre, asked by 
Diefenbaker to be Speaker of the House of Commons when 
the Conservative leader became prime minister in 1957. 

“I turned It down and for years he could hardly be 
civil with me. He was quite annoyed with me that I 
turned it down.” 


But it was all forgotten when Knowles and Diefen¬ 
baker’s wife, Olive, discovered that their ancestors both 
came to the United States from Britain on the Mayflower 
centuries ago. 

“From then on, John and I were very good friends,” 
Knowles said. 

Others who knew Diefenbaker had similar comments. 

• E. Davie Faltott, Justice minister in the Diefenbaker 
cabinet and now a Justice of the British Columbia Su¬ 
preme Court; “His Judgments may sometimes have been 
clouded, but his sense of purpose was not and he was 
capable of great generosity.” 

• J. Waldo Monteith, health minister in Diefenbaker’s 
cabinet: “I don’t think he ever told a lie on the floor of 
the House of Commons which is quite something for 
a politician.” 

• Pan! Martin, Canadian high commissioner to Great 
Britain and former Liberal cabinet minister: “We were 
long-time adversaries, but we did not allow political 
differences to stand in the way of personal fiiendsJiip.” 

• Jack Homer, a Conservative MP for several years 
before Joining the Liberal party in 1977: “To many Ca¬ 
nadians he was Canada.” 

• Supply Minister Koch LaSalle: “He wanted Justice for 
Quebec all his life.” 

• Walter Shaw, former Conservative premier of Prince 
Edward Island and a close friend: “John Diefenbaker 
was the greatest Canadian in our history, a wonderful 
man.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Forest Industrial Relations 
said Thursday it would apply 
to the provincial labor rela¬ 
tions board to stop study ses¬ 
sions planned by tradesmen 
for Aug. 23 and 24. 

FIR president Keith Ben¬ 
nett said the industry bar¬ 
gaining agent would make 
its application this week or 
early next week. 

Tradesmen represented 
by the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, the 
Pulp, Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada and Ca¬ 
nadian Paperworkers Union 
have formed their own asso¬ 
ciation to press for an ad¬ 
justment of their wage rates 
on top of the industry-wide 
settlement. 

The tradesmen have held 
earlier study sessions in 
their bid to seek parity with 
henchmen. 

Bennett said the back¬ 
ground of the dispute was 
that henchmen, responsible 
for maintenance of saws, re¬ 
ceived a higher rate than 
other maintenance trades 
before 1974. In negotiations 
that year, tradesmen got 
parity with henchmen. Ben¬ 
nett contended that an error 
was made in that settle¬ 
ment. 

Under the new agreement, 
henchmen received 312.16 an 
hour from June 15, increas¬ 
ing to $13.32 the same date 
next year. Tradesmen got 
$11.76 June 15, increasing to 
$12.88 next year.

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Campaign rally in Victoria

signalled win 


On Wednesday, May 22, 
1957 it first seemed likely 
that a criminal lawyer 
from Prince Albert, 
Sask., would be the next 
prime minister of Can¬ 
ada. 

And it was in Victoria— 
when 4,000 people packed 
the Memorial Arena in 
what the next morning's 
Colonist called “the lar¬ 
gest political gathering 
held anywhere in Canada 
during the present elec¬ 
tion campaign.” 

The turnout amazed the 
organizers. 

Erie Charman vividly re¬ 
membered it Thursday, the 
day John George Diefen- 
baker died. Charman. now 
an established realtor, was 
then the 24-year-old riding 


association president re¬ 
sponsible for organizing the 
rally. 

He calls that meeting the 
turning point in both the 1957 , 
federal election campaign 
and the history of Canada, 
ending 22 years of Liberal 
governments. 

“The campaign definitely 
fired in Victoria," Charman 
said. He still has a letter 
from Diefenbaker written on 
the campaign train. 

"The event in Victoria 
filled me with optimism,” he 
wrote Charman. 

"I believe we'll be asked to 
form a government after 
June 10, 1957, which nobody 
had thought passible.” 

Charman first met Diefen¬ 
baker in 1956 as a member of 
a group of young Conserva¬ 
tives assessing him as a 
possible party leader. 


"There was something 
about him. He was mes¬ 
merizing to be with. 

“He fired up the young 
peopie to be interested in 
their country. Nobody has 
dune that,” said Charman. 

Aiso in the summer of 1956, 
one of Diefenbaker's later 
cabinet minister's, Gordon 
Churchiil, now of 202-140 
Douglas, began Kls long as¬ 
sociation with the Prairie 
politician. 

Churchill, then a Winnipeg 
MP, and Duff Roblin, later 
to b^ome the Manitoba pre¬ 
mier, were meeting together 
when they heard that Con¬ 
servative leader George 
Drew was resigning. 

"We knew there'd be a 
leadership convention, so we 
immediately phoned Mr. 
Diefenbaker in Prince Al¬ 


bert and assured him of our 
support,” said Churchill. 

Diefenbaker later passed 
through Winnipeg and Chur¬ 
chill was scheduled to ride 
with him to Fort William to 
discuss the strategy for the 
December leadership con¬ 
vention. Churchill didn’t get 
off the train until Ottawa. 

“That commenced an as¬ 
sociation that lasted until he 
died,” said Churchill, who 
added, “I often wonder what 
the situation would have 
been if the two of us had been 
in opposing camps. 

“I would have tackled him 
but... ” 

He called Diefenbaker one 
of Canada's great debaters 
and public speakers. 

“He had a magnetism that 
affected crowds of people.” 

Another of his cabinet 
ministers, Maj.-Gen. George 
Pearkes, 91, of 1268 Tatter- 
sail, remembers his sense of 
humor. 

“He could be very amus¬ 
ing and very serious,” the 
former B.C. lieutenant-gov¬ 
ernor added. 

“He was a great friend of 
mine when we were in the 
House of Commons to¬ 
gether.” 


The two last met in July, 
1978, when Diefenbaker 
came for tea at the Pearkes 
home with Churchill. He was 
later to write to Pearkes that 
the visit was the highlight of 
his trip to Victoria. 

Churchill had seen him 
more recently. They spent 
four days together in May in 
Prince Albert while Diefen¬ 
baker campaigned for the 
June election. 

“He had energy to bum. 
He was one of the hardest 
working men I’ve ever met,” 
said Churchill, now 80. 

It was last year in Ottawa 
that Charman and Diefen¬ 
baker met for the last time. 

“1 saw a lot of him over the 
years. 

“The Interesting side of 
Diefenbaker was that he 
often appeared to be gruff,” 
said Charman, who saw the 
fun-loving side of the former 
prime minister during a pri¬ 
vate dinner party at the real¬ 
tor’s home. 

Another couple had been 
invited early for drinks be¬ 
fore the Diefenbakers, well- 
known teetotallers, arrived. 
Everyone was settled down 
with a drink when the guests 
of honor were spotted com¬ 
ing up the front steps 20 
minutes early.

Nanaimo residents are way head of 
most of the country in that they’ve had 
a mpnument to John Diefenbaker ever 
since he was prime minister.

Famed tug pushes off to new career 

Sudbury II bought 
for trawling 
in Gulf of Alaska 

The Sudbury II was once known as the undisput¬ 
ed champion of western sea lanes. 

The pride of the Seaspan International fleet, she 
was one of the most powerful tugs in the world. 

During her many years of service on the coast, 
first with Island Tug and Barge Ltd. and later 
Seaspan, the 220-foot deepsea tug starred in some 
memorable sagas. 

Her rescues were legendary—The Atlantic Sun. 

Elli, Olympic Palms. Tainan. Lefkipos. Vanlene. 

BUT THE RUGGED tug known as "Sudstwo” 
was towed away from Victoria Thursday to Seattle to 
become a fishing and processing boat, after being 
sold last May. 

.Seaspan spokesman Dick Toihurst said from 
Vancouver Thursday that a Seattle man, Douglas 
. l(Ogan. had bought the vessel for trawling in the Gulf 
. of Alaska. 

Toihurst would not say what the price was, but 
sources said it was close to $I million. 

The 36-year-old tug always seemed to be there 
when she was needed. 

Several times her crew members spent their 
,Christmases rescuing vessels foundering in winter 
storms. 

ONE OE’ HER MOST dramatic salvages came in 
1968 when she towed a fire-gutted 700-foot tanker 
loaded with explosive cargo to safety through three 
days of storms. 

In 1959 she sailed through two typhoons to reach 
..Japan safely with her tow of two 10,000-ton merchant 
jhips. 

In December. 1959. she went to the aid of a Dutch 
tug which drifted helplessly in heavy .seas in mid-Pa- 
cific, south of Midway Island, after the Dutch tug 
entangled its propeller in its own tuwlines. 

The towlines had been attached to two obsolete 
•aircraft carriers and the tug and carriers were towed 
tu safety. 

In December, 1961, she rescued a Lebanese 
freighter in bad weather off the Cuban coast. The 
rescue was given clearance by Canada’s external 
affairs department after a hurried consultation 
with Cuban officials. 

Also in 1961 she saved four men from an oil rig 
during Hurricane Hattie’s big blow up in the Caribbe¬ 
an.

In 1965 Sudbury II made an impressively long 
tow when she went to the rescue of the Greek 
frieghter Ekaterini G. 2,400 miles west of Cape 
Flattery, after the Greek ship lost her propeller. 

No job was too big or too small for the old 
veteran.

The Capital Region Dis¬ 
trict’s charge that Saanich 
had no right to zone property 
at Burnside and Tillicum for 
a shopping centre will prob¬ 
ably be heard in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court in September 
or October. 

Mr. Justice J.G. Ruttan 
ordered Thursday that the 
trial be set down for an early 
hearing. Rodney Taylor, 
representing Saanich, said 
the first available date 
would probably be in Sep¬ 
tember or October. 

The order was made after 
a hearing in chambers, when 
developer Cal Investments 
Ltd., and land owner Tilli¬ 
cum Holdings Ltd., sought to 
be joined with Saanich as 
defendants in the action. 
Ruttan ruled that neither 
party should be joined. 

The right of the regional 
district to enforce its official 
regional plan was chal¬ 
lenged earlier this year by 
Saanich. On June 4 Saanich 
council passed a bylaw re¬ 
zoning the Burnside-Tilli- 
cum drive-in theatre site for 
a shopping centre, although 
that site is not included in the 
regional plan. 

The region is seeking a 
court declaration that that 
bylaw is void because the 
development will “impair or 
impedge the ultimate reali- 


Disabled face huge hike in bus fares

Disabled people in Vic¬ 
toria are going tu be hit with 
a massive increase in the 
price of transportation. 

The round-trip cost of rid¬ 
ing an Easter Seal bus will 
rise from $3 to $7 on Sept. 1. 
Then it will rise to $14 on 
Nov. 1. 

This does not include 25 
cents a mile for each mile 
outside a four-mile radius. 

The increase has infuriat¬ 
ed the disabled'community. 

Many disabled people are 
- physically unable to use 
... taxis, even if they could af¬ 
ford their cost, spokesmen at 
the Handicapped Recreation 
Society said 'Thursday. 

Gne ulsabled wumaii who 


works downtown said Thurs¬ 
day: “I’ll be damned if I’m 
going to pay $14 a day to get 
to work. And vchat about t’.ie 
people who just want to get 
out once in a while? What 
about students? 

“I just won’t do it. Trans¬ 
portation should be a right. 
■ not a luxury.” 

The B.C. Lions Society for 
Crippled Children sent about 
100 letters to disabled people 
in Victoria informing them 
of the increase. 

The letters, dated Aug. 8, 
blamed the increase on 
municipalities and the pro¬ 
vincial Urban Transit Auth¬ 
ority. 

“This Is a step we du not 
wish to take ... but until the 
governing municipalities. 
Urban Transit Authority, or 


others realize the need, we 
have no choice but to place 
these rates Into effect,” the 
letters say. 

There are a number of rea¬ 
sons for the increase. 

The first is the Lions So¬ 
ciety itself, which says it is 
unable to provide a subsidy 
for the service. • 

Lions executive director 
Bill Paddon said Thursday: 
"We were subsidizing an 
adult service with money for 
crippled children. We can’t 
do that anymore. We were 
subsidizing the service to the 
tune of about $115,000 a year 
on the Lower Mainland and 
Victoria.” 

Another reason is the 
Greater Victoria Intermuni¬ 
cipal Committee. On May 25, 
Colin Crisp, assistant muni¬ 


cipal manager for the city of 
Victoria, wrote the Lions So¬ 
ciety in Victoria refusing its 
request for about $18,000 to 
subsidize the buses. 

Crisp said in the letter the 
committee decided “this 
should not be a municipal 
responsibility.” 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment and the recently-creat¬ 
ed Urban Transit Authority 
also come into the picture. . 

The UTA is gradually tak-' 
ing over transportation ser¬ 
vices in the province. 

Larry Miller, assistant 
general manager for the 
UTA, said Thursday that the 
B.C. government had re¬ 
quested recommendations 
from the UTA on organizing 
and financing “custom tran¬ 
sit services,” a term which 


includes transportation for 
the disabled. 

Miller said no provision 
was made for custom transit 
services in cost-sharing 
regulations proclaimed by 
the government last year. 

About two months ago. 
Miller said, the UTA submit¬ 
ted recommendations to the 
government, including one 
that the UTA would “share 
in the cost of custom transit 
services and the users would 
pay a percentage of the 
cost.” 

The UTA board was now 
“awaiting further word” on 
■ this from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, he said. 

The city of Vancouver 
fully subsidizes its Easter 


Seal bus service and users 
pay $2 a round trip. 

In view of Vancouver’s 
support, the Lions Society 
approached all other muni¬ 
cipal governments In B.C. 
but only North Vancouver 
agreed to provide a nominal 
grant, the society said. 

(In Victoria, B.C. Hydro 
buses especially-equipped 
for wheelchairs will be used 
in the near future for about 
six-months on an experi¬ 
mental basis, and only in the 
Beacon Hill area. Not ail 
disabled people will be able 
to use these buses. In addi¬ 
tion, the highest concentra¬ 
tion of handicapped people is 
near the Battin-Fielding 
housing project in Saanich, 
where the buses are not 
scheduled to go.) 


zation of the objectives of the 
official re^onal plan.” 

The regional plan directs 
future growth away from 
agricultural areas toward 
the western community, and 
at the same time seeks to 
maintain the dominance, of 
the downtown commercial 
core. 

J.J. Forsythe, Cal Invest¬ 
ments president, has said 
that the proposed shopping 
centre would add $300,000 
tax revenue annually to 
Saanich, provide 800 jobs 
and increase parkland by six 
acres through a land swap. 

Malcolm Macaulay, ap¬ 
pearing for the region at the 
hearing, said Saanich had 
acted contrary to the muni¬ 
cipal act in passing the 
bylaw. However, he said, the 
land owners and developers 
were not covered by the 
municipal act, and the re¬ 
gion could not take any ac¬ 
tion against them. 

Brian Wallace, appearing 
for Cal Investments and Til¬ 
licum Holdings, said the re¬ 
sult of the region action 
would affect the legal inter¬ 
ests of both parties. 

He said Cal Investments 
had spent some $250,000 al¬ 
ready on the project, and had 
entered into lease agree¬ 
ments and commitments 
with tenants. The company 
has also instructed archi¬ 
tects to provide working 
drawings so that a building 
permit could be applied for. 

He said that if the region 
succeeded in having the 
bylaw declared void, the 
company would suffer a con¬ 
siderable loss. 

Taylor, speaking for Saan¬ 
ich, said the municipality 
was in favor of having the 
two companies joined in the 
action. 

He said if the application 
was not granted there was a 
possibility of a multiplicity 
of actions on the issue. 

Saanich, he said, is ex¬ 
pecting an application for a 
building permit, which at the 
moment the municipality is 
bound to grant.

SASKATOON (CP) — Philip Delesalle of Vic¬ 
toria, the centre piece at the Western Canada Sum¬ 
mer Games gymnastic competition, is pondering 
how much longer he wants to be one of Canada’s 
ranking gymnasts.

“I haven’t competed since the nationals so its 
more for me to come up for this because I haven’t 
done anything for three or four months now,” said 
Delesalle.

Borg overpowers young French ace 


TORONTO (CP) — Top- 
sceded Bjorn Borg of Swe¬ 
den continued his stretch run 
to the men’s singles final of 
the Players International 
Canadian Open tennis cham¬ 
pionships with a 6-2, 6-4 win 
over 19-year-old Yannick 
Noah of France in a third- 
round match Thursday. 

“I knew I had to play well 
to beat him and that’s exact¬ 
ly what 1 did,” Borg said 
following the centre-court 
match at the York Univer¬ 
sity Tennis Centre, home of 
the $210,000 Grand Prlx 
event. 

'‘I’ve watched him play in 
many tournaments, al¬ 
though I’ve never played 
him before,” Borg said of 
Noah, who was discovered 
by Arthur Ashe in Cameroon 
when the American tennis 


.star held a clinic in that 
African country in 1971, 

Ashe recommended Noah 
to the French Tennis Fed¬ 
eration and the young star 
has been playing out of that 
country since. 

In the deciding second set, 
Borg broke Noah at love in 
the third game and Noah 
broke the Swede In the eighth 
game to tie the set at 4-4. But 
the emotionless Borg came 
right back in the ninth game 
to break the Frenchman’s 
serve, then held his own to 
win the match. 

In other third-round 
thatches Thursday, fourth- 
seeded American Vitas 
Gerulaitis beat David 
Schneider of South Africa, 
6-4, 6-2; Ivan Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia defeated 
Tom Okker of the Nether¬ 


lands 6-2, 6-1; Paul Kronk of 
Australia downed Eric Van 
Dillen of the U.S., 6-3, 6-0; 
Wojtek Fibak of Poland beat 
Butch Walts of the U.S., 62, 
6-1; seventh-seeded (5ene 
Mayer of the U.S. downed 
American Brian Teacher 3-6, 
63, 7-6, and Australia’s Phil 
Dent beat Andrew Pattison 
of the U.S. 64, 7-5. 

Second-seeded John 
McEnroe continued towards 
a match-up in the final with 
Borg when the young Ameri¬ 
can beat Tomas Smid of 
Czechoslovakia 63, 60 be¬ 
fore 6,616 spectators, bring¬ 
ing total attendance to 47,- 
944. The final three days of 
the tournament are sod out 
with the exception of 500 
standing-room tickets that 
will he sold each day. 

Lendl, a 16year-old right¬ 


hander from Prague, had lit¬ 
tle trouble defeating the 35- 
year-old Okker. Lendl was 
the world’s top under-18 
player in 1978 and was unde¬ 
feated In the four major 
championships he contest¬ 
ed. 

The women’s semi-final¬ 
ists were decided Thursday 
and with the exception of 
Brigitte Cuyper of South 
Africa, it’ll be an all-Ameri¬ 
can affair.

SPORT anglers to get their lines 
close to the bottom has been out¬ 
lawed and the 20-inch size limit 
f6r Chinooks, efTective Jan. I, is now 
or^icial. 

That information comes from 
reading the newly-issued 1979 Br/t- 
/.sh Columbia Tidal Waters Sport Fish- 
inn Guide. 

For some reason best known to 
federal fisheries they didn't distribute 
the Sport Fishing Guide to the news 
media responsible for keeping sport 
fMhermen advi.sed ... at least not to 
this writer. I have had no releases or 
ojhcr information about any of the 
proposed or actual sport restrictions, 
other than the one letter from regional 
field director Ron McLeod. Lucki¬ 
ly 1 have other sources. A few months 
ago when fi.shing changes (sports or 
commercial) were planned I would get 
art advance release or a telephone call 
from a federal fisheries official. Not 
sBJn the past several months. The atti¬ 
tude seems to be “to heck with sport 
flihermen ... let’s stick it to them." 

\ Unless you happened to pick up 
one of the new Sport Fishing Guides at 
yttur marina or sporting goods store, 
as 1 did, you could already be breaking 
tHb law without knowing it. 

. The meat line regulation is carried 
itt!two separate sections designed to 
cterify the confusion of regulations 
published last year. Here they are: 

“No person shall (Ish with a 
downrigger to which a line with a lure 
Is'httached otherwise Chan by means 
of an automatic release clip.” Section 
—<.z,-g. Gear Restrictions. 

• “DOWNRIGGER. The downrigger 
is gaining wide use as a method of 
Hshing deep (or Chinook salmon. It is a 
(mid operated winch device used to 
•_ffwer a heavy weight on the end of a 
strong line. 

joi ini or more fishing lines may be 
attached to the downrigger line by 
;li:^TOMATIC RELEASE clips Which 
release the fishing line when a fish 
.takes the lure, allowing the (Ish to be 
.( retrieved by rod and reel." Section 16, 
Tidal Water Fishing Methods. 

., „, There you have it. That is the 
rt(;W'i>rding straight from the Sport Fish- 
.,nWg Guide. The alternate use clause 
,, which said a downrigger can be used 
with one lure without an automatic 
release clip, in which case it would be 
unlawful to attach any other fishing 
'- line or lure by any method, has been 
deleted from this year’s regulations. 
,'fi(erpret it how you like, but as I 
'f. read it meat lines are now banned. 
S&me people claim it is a misprint 
like last year when the regulation 

r could be read two ways, but this 
hne seems clear enough to me. 

Personally it makes no differ- 
.■ ence to me. I don’t use one. But, 1 
1 kijow many of my Sooke friends use a 
meat line and they are going to hit the 
roof when they read this. 

* * * 

IF ANYONE STILL HAS DOUBTS 
about the authenticity of my reporting 
on the 20-inch Chinook limit, read this 
from the Sport Fishing Guide: 

• “Note: As of January 1. I9K0. (he 
size limit for Chinook salmon will

be 20 inches, measured from tip of 
no.se to centre of tail." Section 3. 
Daily Bag Limits. 

'There is still time to get that 
20-Inch (four pound) size limit regula¬ 
tion rescinded. It means a 50 per cent 
reduction in the overall sport Chinook 
catch and a 30 per cent reduction in the 
spbrt catch of all species. 

And don't press too hard on the 
theory that sport anglers in general 
can't tell the difference between a 
coho and a chinook. You might wind up 
with a 20-inch size limit on both Chin¬ 
ooks and coho. That is the way federal 
fisheries wanted it in the first place. 

There is another Sport Fishing 
Advisory Committee meeting sche¬ 
duled for September and these new 
regulations will be discussed. But my 
recent observations have been that the 
new crew at federal fisheries listens to 
the sport representatives, encourages 
them to submit reports and opin¬ 
ions ... and then changes the rules 
in midstream and comes out with 
an entirely new set of regulations 
that had never even been discus¬ 
sed. 

• If you arc concerned about the 
20-inch limit write letters to Fi¬ 
sheries Minister James McGrath; our 
local MPs. Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon and Donald Munro; our pro¬ 
vincial Environment Minister Rafe 
Mair, who is on our side; .Spurt Fishing 
Advisory Committee Chairman Al 
Playfair, 1660 Sheridan. Victoria. 

Personally, 1 favor keeping the 
first four fish of any size with no 
reduction in catch limit, or increase in 
size limit. That way there would be no 
waste and hatchery and other en¬ 
hancement facilities now on line al¬ 
ready ensure that sportsmen with a 
four-fish limit are catching more en¬ 
hanced fish than wild stocks which are 
the reason for concern.

THE DEATH OF JOHN DIEFEN- 
BAKER this week to most people 
means the loss of one of Canada's 
former Prime Ministers and a dy¬ 
namic Leader of the Opposition. But to 
me it also means the loss of an enter¬ 
taining and great fishing partner. 

I fished with John Diefenbaker on 
a number of occasions for steelhead 
and .salmon ... at Port Renfrew's San 
Juan River and Harris Creek, at Mu- 
chalat River and Gold River, and in 
Campbell River’s famed salmon 
waters. We climbed the steep banks of 
Mile 11 Pool at Harris Creek and we 
drove into Port Renfrew in a snow¬ 
storm in my un-heated Volkswagen 
bus of tj)e 1960s. Oiefenbaker’s wife 
Olive even cooked a steak dinner for 
Frank Baker, the Chief and myself 
aboard a yacht al Cowichan Bay, late 
at night after a memorable fishing 
trip. 

Trips with Dief were always inter¬ 
esting as he told intimate, confidential 
and un-reportable stories about 
famous people ... the Queen. Prince 
Philip and other members of the Royal 
family. Louis Mountbatten. Winston 
Churchill. President John Kennedy, 
and others. 

He leaves me with some happy 
memories.

— Why were so many of 
the race yachts not equipped 
with radio transmitters to 
enable them to call for 
help? 

— Why were so many 
yachts — about nine times 
more than 20 years ago — 
allowed to take part? 

— Were designers of some 
of the race yachts guilty of 
sacrificing safety for 
speed? 

— Should there have been 
more rescue vssels escorting 
the competitors? 

* Did the competitive 
urge drive some of the 
yachtsmen to take unneces¬ 
sary risks?

Secret police 
tried to draft 
Canadian spy 

VANCOUVER (CP) — A Croatian-bom Canadian says 
he was approached by the Yugoslav secret police while 
visiting his homeland and asked to spy on Croatian anti¬ 
communist factions in this city. 

Ceboci Milivoj, 37,, of Vancouver, said Wednesday 
that agents asked him “to get close” to Mayor Jack Volrlch, 
who is of Yugoslav ancestry, and assess the mayor’s feeling 
about the Croatian community on the West 0>ast. 

Milivoj said the police threatened his life if he re¬ 
fused to take photo^aphs and compile information on 
Croatian demonstrators and prominent Croatians. 

MILIVOJ SAID agents in Belgrade and Zagreb made 
overtures during his six-month visit to Yugoslavia in 
1978, He fled the country on the advice of the Canadian 
embassy in Belgrade after his life was threatened. 

Milivoj, an radio producer who became a Canadian 
citizen in 1974, said he refused to spy on the 40,000 Yugoslavs 
living in the Vancouver area. 

He said the secret police did not offer money for the 
espionage, demanding that he do it out of patriotism. 

Milivoj said he was supposed to take part in Croa¬ 
tian demonstrations, photograph Croatian leaders and ob¬ 
serve how police handled the protesters. 

HE WAS ALSO to gather information on prominent 
Croatians living here and in Nanaimo, including his former 
business partner, George Djurkovic, and Dr. Mladen Giun- 
iu-Zorkln. They are respectively secretary and president of 
the Canadian Croatian Society. 

Milivoj said he was to find obt how much money these 
men obtained for buying arms supposedly for use by 
Croatians against the Yugoslav regime. 

Giuniu-^rkin said he didn’t know Milivoj personally, 
but “I’m convinced hundreds of people In Vancouver are 
approached in the same way. I know of similar cases from 
people who come to me In confidence.” 

Milivoj said his mother, who still lived in Yugoslavia, 
had a heart attack because of repeated questioning of him 
by the police. 


Air Canada wants 
domestic fare hike 


MONTREAL (CP) — Air 
Canada has applied for per¬ 
mission to raise domestic 
fares effective Oct. 1, the 
airline announced Thurs¬ 
day. 

Blaming rising fuel and 
operating costs for its deci¬ 
sion, Air Canada said it has 
ask^ the Canadian trans¬ 
port commission for the 
right to increase fares by 
approximately 2 >4 per cent 
on long-haul flights and S'/i 
per cent on shorter trips. 

In its submission to the 
commission, the national 


airline said rising fuel prices 
will drive Its operating costs 
up by $30 million over its 
forecast figure for 1979. The 
fare increases are expected 
to generate an additional 
$6.4 million this year, it 
said. 

The proposed increases 
would see the price,of a one- 
way economy ticket to Van¬ 
couver from Montreal rise to 
$235 from $229, while a Cal- 
gary-Toronto ticket would 
cost $181 instead of $176. A 
Halifax-Montreal flight 
would cost $78, up from $74. 

Even with the fare in¬ 
creases, Air Canada warned 


that its financial position in 
1980 will probably be “signi¬ 
ficantly worse” and the air¬ 
line will probably ask for 
further increases next 
year. 

Air Canada, along with 
other member airlines of the 
International Air Transport 
Association, announced ear¬ 
lier this month that they 
would apply to increase 
fares by 13 to 15 per cent on 
international routes. 

The airline has not yet sub¬ 
mitted its International fare 
proposals to the transport 
commission, an Air Canada 
spokesman said Thursday.

LONDON (CP) — Blind 
people are learning to draw 
simple, three-dimensional 
objects in a matter of hours 
with the help of a technique 
pioneered by a British teach¬ 
er. 

Christopher Vincent will 
discuss his technique at an 
international visible lan¬ 
guage conference to take 
place at Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Ont., Sept. 3 to 7. The 
conference is sponsored by 
the University of Toronto. 

His technique, developed 
over 13 years with the aid of 
a grant from a NATO fund, 
involves the use of a special¬ 
ly-made drawing board and 
instruction tapes. These are 
on trial in blind colleges in 
West Germany and New 
Zealand and they are used 
regularly at a college in Bir¬ 
mingham where Vincent 
teaches part-time. 

He has lost count of the 
number of blind and partial¬ 
ly-sighted students he has 
taught to draw, he says. One 
later became an industrial 
designer and now is a part¬ 
ner in a company he set up 
with some friends. 

The benefits, says Vin¬ 
cent. are far mure than just 
providing recreation for 
people whose activities are 
limited by lack of sight. 

“When you tell anyone 
that you are teaching the 
blind to draw, they think you 
are crazy. That's the natural 
reaction, but we have proof 
that it can be done. Blind 
people always have to rely 
on someone to help them, 
they don't have to think for 


Bartending puts shyness on ice 


STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) 
— Dr. Marty Weiner teaches 
a Stanford University course 
that he says builds self-con¬ 
fidence in his students — 
bartending. 

Weiner said he has been 
teaching the $60, 8-week 
course for two years and 
some 200 students have com¬ 
pleted it. No one has flunked 
out. 

'At today’s salaries, he 
said, a person can pick up as 
much as $80, including tips, 
in one shift. He said it's an 
ideal part-time job. 

or the course itself, he 
said: "It teaches confidence, 
the knowledge that you can 
stand on your own two feet in 
the real world with a useful 
skill. It teaches humility; it 
generates a feeling that 
serving others with a smile 
can be rewarding financially 
and psychologically. 

"I don't expect everyone 
to go into professional bar- 


tending, although some 
have. The course has helped 
cure shyness, and many fac¬ 
ulty wives and women staff 
members have learned to 
become better hostesses. 

"If you can master the 
tools of the trade — the 
bottles, the ice, the glasses, 
the dispensers, it makes 
sense that you can master 
books and other learning 
skills by bringing the same 
approach to them.” 

He teaches his bartending 
students to work under fire. 


He wanders through the 
class shouting orders in the 
jargon that cocktail wai¬ 
tresses use — "two King 
Al’s, a driver and a JCB 
over!” 

“Put a spoon in the glass 
for the King Al,” he in¬ 
structs, “and slide the 
cream down it. Otherwise 
you'll get mud. 


“If some guy orders a 
bourbon and soda, don't stir 
it up. You'll knock all the fizz 
out of it, and he’ll have bour¬ 
bon and water.” 

Weiner also teaches his 
class how to handle obstre¬ 
perous drunks and how to 
pour drinks with both 
hands. 


How does a graduate pick 
up a job? 

“You have to lie a little,” 
he said. "Don’t tell them you 
just graduated from Stan¬ 
ford's bartending school. 

“Tell 'em you used to work 
for the Black Bull in Boise, 
Idaho. They never check up, 
and they’ll accept your pre¬ 
vious ‘experience.’”

themselves, and so our ob¬ 
jective is to motivate them to 
think and to put their 
thoughts onto paper. It gives 
them another skill and since 
they are often better than 
sighted people at using this 
technique, it gives them a 
tremendous psychological 
boost and more confi¬ 
dence.” 

Vincent, a technical illus¬ 
trator, discovered that blind 
and partially-sighted chil¬ 
dren progress in much the 
same way as sighted chil¬ 
dren in mental visualiza¬ 
tion. 

Toward the age of U they 
were “seeing” things in 
three dimensions and they 
could recognize, by touch. 
Die raised dimensioned co¬ 
ordinates or centre-lines on a 
drawing aid and relate them 
to distance in space with lit¬ 
tle difficulty. 

What emerged from his 
research was a drawing 
board on a three-point per¬ 
spective grid with two T- 
squares running on arcs 
derived from the perspec¬ 
tive vanishing points. Each 
arc is graduated with raised 
perspective co-ordinates 
that can be easily felt. The 
elongated co-ordinates meet 
at a centre-point which es¬ 
tablishes the centre of the 
illustration. 

The material used for the 
drawings is a translucent 
plastic film which Is placed 
on a resilient rubber back¬ 
ing. A bail-point pen drawn 
across leaves a ridged mark 
which is both visible and tac¬ 
tile. 

Vincent will explain the 
technique to psychologists, 
graphics designers and engi¬ 
neers involved in the display 
of language and its process¬ 
ing at the conference.

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MONTREAL (CP) -s 
“Parents have great diffi¬ 
culty accepting the erotic 
awareness of children,” 
says Dr. Jean-Marc Samson, 
director of the department 
of sexology at the University 
of Quebec at Montreal and 
an organizer of an upcoming 
symposium on childhood and 
sexuality. 

The symposium, to be held 
at the university ^pt. 7 to 9, 
will bring together about 60 
researchers from various 
fields to discuss new ap¬ 
proaches to childhood sexu¬ 
ality. 

Participants will examine 
the role of pleasure and 
touching in the erotic de¬ 
velopment of the child, the 
use of words with sexual 
connotations, and the right 
of the child to protection 
against sexual abuse, Sam¬ 
son said. They will also dis¬ 
cuss the Idea that a lack of 
affectionate demonstration 
between parents is a form of 
sexual abuse of the child. 


Divorce insurance pushed 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Want to buy some divorce 
Insurance? 

Although it might be a 
difficult thing to sell to a 
starry-eyed young couple 
fresh from the alter, it’s 
something insurance 
companies are going to 
have to consider if they 
want to keep in step with 
changes in society, says 
Clau^ Garcia. 

Garcia, vice-president 
of Hebert, Le Houillier et 
Associes Inc., an actu¬ 
arial consulting firm, is 
preparing a study on the 
changing structure of the 
family for the next con¬ 
vention of the Interna-., 
tional Association of Ac¬ 
tuaries, scheduled for 
Zurich in 1980. 

HIS WORK so far has 
shown him that either di¬ 
vorce or a woman's deci¬ 
sion to raise a child alone, 
rather than the death of a 
spouse, are the main fac¬ 
tors behind the emer¬ 
gence of single-parent fa¬ 
milies. 

But. he adds, insurance

companies have yet to 
recognize that a divorced 
woman can have as many 
financial needs as a 
widow. 

And he says his study 
shows women are often 
unable to participate in 
company pension plans 
because they occupy the 
lower rungs on the corpo¬ 
rate ladder.

FOR THE increasing 
number of women re-en¬ 
tering or remaining in the 
work force, that can 
mean facing a consider¬ 
able drop in income after 
retirement. 

"The emergence of the 
single-parent family and 
the working woman's de¬ 
sire to be guaranteed a 
certain standard of living 
at her retirement should 
incite life insurance com¬ 
panies to adapt them¬ 
selves better to the new' 
reality and offer 'prod¬ 
ucts' oriented towards 
the financial security of 
today’s woman,” says 
Garcia. 


BACK IN the days 
when the husband was 
usuaily a family’s sole 
bread-winner, insurance 
poiicies were taiiored to 
fdve the wife a steady 
income in the event of 
her husband’s death. 

But, says Garcia, "The 
iife insurance needs of a 
family in which both 
partners have a stable 
job are not the same as 
those of a family that 
counts almost entirely on 
the husband for its finan¬ 
cial security. 

"The increasing par¬ 
ticipation of women in 
the work force changes 
the role life insurance 
can play.” 

So does the climbing di¬ 
vorce rate. 

RECENT federal fig¬ 
ures show that In 1974, 
there were 201 divorces 
per 100,000 inhabitants in 
Canada. This compares 
with 36 per 100,000 in 1961 
and 6.4 per 100,000 in 
1921. 

About two per cent of 
all family heads In Can¬ 


ada now are divorced, 
and Garcia says that rep¬ 
resents a four-fold in¬ 
crease In 10 years. 

Also, the number of 
out-of-wedlock births 
now varies between eight 
and 10 per cent in the 
different regions of Can¬ 
ada, and 90 per cent of 
all unwed mothers are 
choosing to bring up their 
children themselves. 

GARCIA. WHO until 
last year was Quebec’s 
assistant deputy minister 
of social affairs, says 
that between 1973 and 
1978 the number of fami¬ 
lies headed by a single 
parent and receiving so¬ 
cial assistance nearly 
doubled, reaching 19 peh 
cent of all families re¬ 
ceiving aid. 

“Up till now. we 
haven’t been able to find 
equivalent mechanisms 
to guarahfee a secure in¬ 
come for single-parent 
families headed by a di¬ 
vorced or unmarried per¬ 
son. The women con¬ 
cerned have had to fall 


back on the government 
as soon as they found 
they couldn’t meet their 
needs through their own 
means. 

BUT GARCIA ac¬ 
knowledges: “Insurers 
hesitate to offer income 
protection in case of di¬ 
vorce. It would lead to an 
increase in premiums at ■ 
a time when the market 
is already very competi¬ 
tive. 

“Also, the principle 
could be debatable be¬ 
cause there’s a human 
control on the risk in 
question.” 

He suggests that one 
solution could be selling 
group divorce insurance, 
thus eliminating the ne¬ 
cessity of selling poiicies 
to individual couples. 

"Unless the private 
sector comes up with a 
formula to ^arantee in¬ 
come security for fami¬ 
lies whose head Is di¬ 
vorced or unmarried, we 
will have to expect in¬ 
creased government in¬ 
tervention,” he warns.

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Cervical cap newest contraceptive 


NEW YORK (UPl) — 
The really newest In con¬ 
traception: 

A custom-made cervi¬ 
cal cap the size of a sil¬ 
ver dollar with a one¬ 
way valve in it. The valve 
takes away the need to 
remove the cap during 
menstruation. It lets out 
menstrual flow but keeps 
out sperm. 

No one knows how long 
the custom cap can be 
kept in place but one vol¬ 
unteer helping in a pre¬ 
liminary field test has 
been wearing hers non¬ 
stop for 22 months. 

The new device has 
been tested only on a 
tiny group of volunteers 
— 60, some 18 of whom 
have continued through 
the various stages of de¬ 
velopment. 

A report In INTER- 


TESTING STILL IN INFANT STAGE 


COM, published by the 
Population Reference 
Bureau in Washington, 
claims the custom caps 
fit exactly. They are 
made from impressions 
of each volunteer’s cer¬ 
vix. 

A University of Chi¬ 
cago dentist and an ob-' 
stetrician-gynecologist 
share "inventing” cred¬ 
its but say large-scale 
testing remains down the 
road. So far they have 
funded the project out 
of their own pockets. 

The inventors ate Dr. 
Robert A. Groepp. pro¬ 
fessor of oral pathology 
and acting chairman of 
the University of Chicago 
dental department, and 


Dr. Uwe Freese, chair¬ 
man of obstetrics-gyne¬ 
cology at Chicago Medi¬ 
cal College and Cook 
County Hospital. 

Groepp came up with 
the suggestion that cervi¬ 
cal caps be made to fit 
exactly since individual 
cervixes “are no more 
alike than individual 
noses.” 

“If something fits ex¬ 
actly,” he theorized, “it 
should stay in place.” 

INTERCOM reports: 

“Goepp, drawingonhis 
experience in the making 
of impressions of oral tis¬ 
sues, set about develop¬ 
ing a cervical cap of a 
material flexible enugh 
to accommodate cyclical 


changes in the cervix, 
with some sort of valve to 
permit the release of 
menstrual flow whilje 
denying entry to 
sperm.” 

A doctor in Vienna in 
1830 had a similar idea, 
they learned. But he was 
thrown off course. At the 
time impression materi¬ 
als were too primitive 
for this use. 

The cap developed by 
the two scientists Is made 
of a heat moldable ther¬ 
moplastic rubber. They 
say wearers report no 
difficulty with it, and no 
harmful effects. 

"It is smaller than a 
diaphragm — roughly the 
diametre the size of a. 


silver dollar,” they re¬ 
port. 

Getting the impression 
takes 5 to 10 minutes. 
The material used i» al¬ 
ginate, a common im¬ 
pression material. The 
scientists say there is no 
more discomfort to the 
woman than that in¬ 
volved in taking a “Pap 
smear.” 

INTERCOM reports: 

“A plaster east is then 
made from the cenical 
impression and placed, 
with a valve containing 
blank, in a vacuum cast¬ 
ing machine of the sort 
found in dental labs 
throughout the world. 

“When cool the cap re¬ 
tains the exact shape of 


the cervix. Rougb edges 
are trimmed and the cap 
ready for insertion where 
it fits precisely over the 
cervix on an even film of 


“When in place, the 
cap’s presence is unde¬ 
tectable to either the 
wearer or her partner.” 

Groepp estimates the 
cost of the caps will be 
comparable to being fit¬ 
ted for an intrauterine 
device or a diaphragm. 

“If it proves to be an 
effective contraceptive It 
would seem a natural— 
both for developed coun¬ 
tries and for such places 
at the People’s Republic 
of China where services 
of medical technicians 
are widely available,” 
/NTERCOMsaid. 
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Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
tell me what causes pleurisy 
and what can be done for it. 
— H.H. 

Pleurisy is a greatly mis¬ 
understood medical term. 
Many readers mistakenly 
believe it to mean “pain in 
the chest” — any pain in the 
chest. Hie pain from pleu¬ 
risy has a very definite ori¬ 
gin, an inflammation of the 
“pleura" (PLOO-ruh), 
which is the thin sheet of 
tissue,covering the lungs. 
This membrane rides 
smoothly on lung surfaces 
during breathing — as the 
lungs expand and contract— 
unless something inter¬ 
feres. 

Disturbance of the pleura 
may arise from virus or bac¬ 
terial infection, from clots, 
or from tumors. The end re¬ 
sult is the friction from the 
irritation, which sends the 
stabbing pains through the 
chest. People who’ve had 
pleurisy can tell you of the 
agony of the deep breath. 

I cannot tell from the rest 
of your letter whether you, 
indeed, do have pleurisy, or 
are using the term loosely. In 
any event, if you have pains 
when you breath. It might be 
from pleurisy. That is treat¬ 
ed by eliminating the infec¬ 
tion, if present, or by treat¬ 
ing other lung medical 
problems. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: My 
daughter is 34 and has had 
the problem of trichomonas 
(vaginal). She’s been treat¬ 
ed with Flagyl, but it evi¬ 
dently doesn’t help her. She 
is constantly itching and has 
an odorous discharge, which 
makes her miserable. Her 
husband has been checked, 
and he is OK. She cannot 
understand why she seems 
OK for a few days after 
(taking) the medicine, only 
to have the problem come 
back. I know that Flagyl is 
effective in most cases, but 
there must be a lot of other 
women who get poor results. 
Is there something else she 
might be taking? — Mrs. 
E.L. 

Flagyl (metronidazole) Is 
effective against the tricho¬ 
monas organism in 95 per 
cent of cases. In some resis¬ 
tant cases treatment may be 
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necessary for several 
months. However, a sensitiv¬ 
ity can develop, and it may 
even encourage the growth 
of the Candida (a fungus). If 
she has Candida infection the 
Flagyl would make it worse. 
Other medicine may be 
needed after two or three 
months of use. 

She should have a smear 
examination to determine 
exactly which organisms arc 
present. Even if the husband 
is clear of infection, he 
.should use a condom until 
both he and his wife are clear 
simultaneously. The hus¬ 
band is given Flagyl even If 
the organism is not found. 


You may mean ’’inten¬ 
tion” tremor. Were you told 
this by a doctor? The tremor 
of Parkinson’s disease 
occurs when the hands are at 
rest, as when lying in your 
lap. Intention tremor occurs 
during movement. It tends to 
subside when the arm is held 
outstretched. This tremor 
can be a part of other gen¬ 
eral nerve or muscle prob¬ 
lems. 

1 cannot tell from your 
brief note what kind of 
tremor you have. It is diffi¬ 
cult for patients to describe 
such things, and only first¬ 
hand observation by a doctor 
settles matters. There are 
distinct forms of tremors 
and each represents a differ¬ 
ent cause. A neurologist can 
tell quickly what kind a per¬ 
son has, which is treatable, 
and which is not. Distin¬ 
guishing tremor tells wheth¬ 
er surgery, medicine, or 
both will help. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: This is 
not an urgent problem, but it 
has me worried. 1 have 
brown spots appearing on 
my face. 1 do not take the 
pill. I’m 36 years old. Do any 
foods cause this? Is there 
anything that can be done? 
— B.H. 

You've eliminated a com¬ 
mon cause of this — the pill. I 
presume a second cause can 
be eliminated, too — preg¬ 
nancy. A third, aging, which 
can cause pigmentation 
changes, is not a factor for 
you. Foods will not cause 
this. 

That leaves a number of 
other, not so common 
causes. Among them are 
thyroid gland, adrenal, or 
ovary disturbance. Perni¬ 
cious anemia and other ab¬ 
sorption problems might be 
investigated. 

If the spots persist, you 
should be examined. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
comment on tension 
tremors. My hand shakes 
when I first start writing or 
when I am tense. I am 52 
.vears old. Is this a form of 
Parkinson’s disease? —

Declarer won the first 
heart and led the queen of 
clubs. West covered with 
his king and dummy’s ace 
won. Is that the play that 
some of your friends would 
make? If so. they need to 
learn the art of giving. 

After declarer won 
dummy’s club ace, there 
was no way to make his 
game. He cduld take only 
one more club trick and the 
final result was down two. 

Declarer makes his 
game if he allows West’s 
king of clubs to win the 
trick. West continues with 
the jack of hearts to knock 
out declarer’s queen, but 
declarer has time to take 
nine tricks. 

; The jack of clubs is 
cashed and a low club to 
dummy’s ace provides the 
entry to cash four club 
winners instead of two. 

West can stir the pot by 
refusing to cover the queen 
of clubs - a play he should 
have made. However, if 
West docs duck his king, 
declarer can lead the suit 
again and. whatever West 
plays, declarer must 
refuse to play dummy’s 
ace.

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 
— Ambassador Andrew 
Young hinted Thursday he 
might meet again with the 
Palestine Liberation Organi¬ 
zation representative to the 
United.Nations, Zehdl Labib 
Terzi. It was an internation¬ 
al flap over his unauthorized 
meeting with Terzi last 
month that caused him to 
resign as the chief U.S. dele¬ 
gate to the UN. 

Young said that if Terzi, 
the PLO's UN observer, 
asked to see him in his ca¬ 
pacity as this month's presi¬ 
dent of the UN Security 
Council, “it would be uncon¬ 
scionable" to turn him 
down. 

Young also told the confer¬ 
ence, held the day after 
President Carter accepted 
his resignation, that he 
would begin consultations 
Monday about a possible 


council meeting on the Pa¬ 
lestine Issue next Thursday. 

"The only difference 
might be that any consulta¬ 
tions I conduct, I will con¬ 
duct in the office of the presi- 
dent of the Security 
Council,” he said. 

Young's July 26 talk with 
Terzi dealt with possible 
postponement of a council 
meeting planned for July 31 
on whether to add Palestin¬ 
ian self-determination to the 
specifications for peace in 
the Middle East. 

The' meeting was post¬ 
poned, but when news got out 
that the U.S. ambassador 
had talked to the PLO about 
it, Israel protested that the 
contact violated a U.S. 
promise. 

At Thursday's news con¬ 
ference, Young said if the 
council met next Thursday, 
and if it was Washington's 
decision to cast a veto on a 


Black group calls 
for PLO meeting 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) — The .Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, angered 
over the resignation of Andrew Young as 
U.S. ambassador to the United Nations, 
called Thursday for a meeting of U.S. 
black leaders with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and Israel. 

Dr. Joseph Lowery, president of the 
black civil rights organization, told a news 
conference he sent telegrams to the PLO's 
UN observer, Zehdi Labib Terzi, and to 
Israel's UN ambassador, Yehudi Blum, 
seeking separate meetings. 

YOUNG RESIGNED Wednesday after 
having unauthorized discussions with 
Labib Terzi, in violation of President 
Carter's stated policy forbidding direct 
contact between the United States and the 
PLO. 

Lowery indicated the black leaders who 
would take part in such meetings would not 
necessarily be leaders of the SCLC, the 
civil rights organization founded by the 
late Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 

•'Out of the tradition of Martin Luther 
King Jr., we must carry on Andy Young's 
intent for building bridges of communica¬ 
tion because it is morally correct, healthy, 
productive and creative in a world commu¬ 
nity of nations," U.S. Rep. Walter Faun- 
iroy. District of Columbia Democrat and 
chairman of the SCLC board, told the news 
conference. 


LOWERY SAID American black leaders 
would like to discuss four key points with 
the PLO. 

“One is that we might, on behalf of the 
black community, understand more clear¬ 
ly the position of the PLO,” he said. 

"Secondly, to communicate our support 
of their human rights, which includes a 
homeland . . . 

“THIRD. TO COMMUNICATE our con¬ 
tinued support of non-violence as the most 
acceptable means of resolving conflict and 
affecting change. 

“And fourth, to encourage them to rec¬ 
ognize the human rights of the Israelis, 
including their right to exist as a sovereign 
state.” 

Lowery said the meeting with Israeli UN 
Ambassador Blum was requested “to head 
off further division" between American 
blacks and Jews. 

“THERE ARE FOUR purposes to this 
meeting also; to reiterate our support of 
Israel as a free soverign state; to clarify 
for them our support of the PLO's human 
rights; to communicate our concern with 
Israel's relations with (white-ruled) South 
Africa, and, fourth, to discuss how we can 
best work together for the common objec¬ 
tive of ending racial and religious dis¬ 
crimination in this country,” the SCLC 
president .said.

In an newspaper Inter¬ 
view, Young took the admin¬ 
istration to task on several 
counts. He was quoted as 
saying he: 

• Disagreed with the U.S.

• Disagreed with U.S. 
policy toward Cuba, saying 
the U.S. should drop its re¬ 
strictions on trade.

• Disagreed with Presi¬ 
dent Carter's proposal to 
build the $26-billion MX mis¬ 
sile system, a project Young 
predicted would eventually 
be scrapped. 

• Could not dispute claims 
that the U.S. was largely re¬ 
sponsible for the exodus of 
almost a million refugees 
from Southeast Asia because 
it had refused to recognize 
Vietnam and because U.S. 
bombing of Vietnam's farm¬ 
lands had caused major food 
shortages. 

The interview quoted 
Young as saying he felt an 
obligation-not to “create an 
image for myself of cau¬ 
tion ... of the traditional 
diplomat.” 

The paper also reported 
Israeli spies knew Young 
met with a PLO representa¬ 
tive and what was discussed 
at that meeting. 

Israeli Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Yigal Yadin called the 
report “complete rubbish.” 

Young was not apologetic 
about meeting Terzi. He told 
the U.S. state department 
first that it was a chance 
meeting with no shop talk, 
then corrected the account 
after giving the full story to 
Israeli Ambassador Yebuda 
Blum. 

Explaining why he did not 
tell Washington all in the 
beginning. Young said; “I 
sought to protect the state 
department from any con¬ 
sciousness of what I was 
doing." 

“I have no regrets;” he 
said. “I would do it again. 
I've never wanted this job. I 
have not sold my soul. I 
would not take a repri¬ 
mand." 

He defended as “creative" 
diplomacy the meetings he

Their government, still re¬

recognition. 

The two Khmer Rouge 
leaders face nine charges.

Garden Notes 


A stockbroker friend of mine ' 


line wks 

telling me the other day thatX^ice 
speculators often have uncanny luck in 
selecting stocks which make substan¬ 
tial gains on the market. 

“They don’t usuaily get rich, 
though,’’ he said, "because they don’t 
know when to sell — when to cash in on 
their gambie." 

We have very much the same situa¬ 
tion in gardening. Very often the 
novice has typicai beginner’s luck with 
his seeds, but he doesn’t know when to 
harvest his vegetables. Com, for in¬ 
stance, is insipid when picked too 
young and tough when picked too old. 
Watermelons and muskmelons are 
useless for the table unless they are at 
least approaching ripeness on the 
vine. Neither winter squash nor onions 
will keep in winter storage if harvest¬ 
ed on the green, immature side. 

Com is probably the most criti¬ 
cal of all our summer and fall vege¬ 
tables. The experienced gardener de¬ 
velops a certain "feel” for his com 
that tells him which ears are ready for 
picking and which should be left for a 
few days more. 

He scans the brown and withered 
silk tuft at the tip of the ear and mns 
his hand lovingly down the plump cob, 
seemingly to feelthe fat kernels under 
the husks and sensing their readiness 
for the pot or the bartecue. 

It isn’t quite safe for the novice to 


rely entirely on the appearance of the 
silks, for the degree of browning and 
withering will vary with the variety-of 
the com grown. In any case, while the 
condition of the silks will indicate 
when the com is too young and green 
for picking, it won’t tell you which ears 
are too old and tough for tasty eat¬ 
ing. 

The best procedure for the inex¬ 
perienced grower is to strip back a 
small section of the husk to reveal the 
end kernels, then test one by cmshing 
it with his thumbnail; if the exudate is 
watery, your ear is too green. If 
doughy or floury. It is too old and 
tough. If milky, it is just right for the 
pot. Cook immediately, for com can 
lose as much as SO per cent of its 
sweetness and flavor in its first 12 
hours after picking. 

The watermelon is particularly 
baffling to the novice because, for 
good eating, it must be ripe but not 
overripe when picked. Yet, with one 
notable exception, the melon shows 
hardly any change in appearance 
when ripe. One variety only, a variety 
called Golden Midget, developed at 
Morden. Manitoba, gives a clear indi¬ 
cation by turning yellow when ripe. 

Experienced gardeners claim to be 
able to detect ripeness by the fruity 
smell of the melon, but for the novice a 
better bet is to rap the melon with the 
knuckles, rather like a doctor percuss¬ 


ing the chest of a patient, and go by the 
sound. If it is high and sharp, the 
melon is unripe, if there is a dull, 
hollow sound, it is more likely to be 
ready for eating. 

When the tendril or curlicue by the 
melon is alive and green. It Is almost 
certainly too young for picking; if the 
curlicue is dead, the fruit is at least 
approaching maturity. Another test is 
to press upon the melon with a fair 
amount of weight, rather like applying 
artificial respiration; if ripe, you 
should hear a faint crackling sound. 

Squashes come in two basic types, 
summer squash and winter squash. 
V'ith the summer — zucchini, caserta. 
cocozelle, pattypan, golden crookneck, 
.scallopini — we have no harvesting 
problem, for the younger you pick ’em. 
the better they taste. 

Winter squash needs to be ap- 
liroaching maturity for full, nutty fla¬ 
vor, and they must be completely ma¬ 
tured if they are to be stored for winter 
use. Varieties include hubbard, uconn. 
acorn, butternut, buttercup and rain¬ 
bow, and all these “keeping" kinds 
will rot or go mouldy unless thorough¬ 
ly miture. 

One pretty good indication is the 
stem, which should have a dried and 
withered appearancp. Another is the 
hardness of the skin — if you can dent 
it with your thuiifbnail. it isn't ripe- 
enough for storage. ‘

One of the inlere.sting things about 
professional criminals, of all classes 
and in all countries, is their unvarying 
patriotism. Sociological studies in Eu¬ 
rope and the United States have uni¬ 
formly shown that the men who make 
crime a career are at the sime time 
passionate and sincere upholders of 
“my country.” 

They cannot, of course, see the 
huge discrepancy between what they 
suppose they believe and the way they 
behave. A criminal is acting against 
his country — not only against its laws 
but against its people. And what is a 
“country" but the people who inhabit 
it? 

Yet the criminal lives mentally in 
air-tight compartments; on the one 
hand, he is committed to antisocial 
acts that rip the fabric of community; 
on the other, he imagines that he 
nevertheless remains a dedicated de¬ 
fender of the abstraction he calls "My 
country.” 

I raise this point not to derogate the 
criminal, or make of him a special

case; quite the contrary, he is merely a 
dramatic example of what most peo¬ 
ple do in much the same way. They 
totally separate their private endeav¬ 
ors from their public convictions. 

Earlier this summer there died an 
old man with a famous name — I need 
not stigmatize him personally — who 
to years ago pleaded "no contest" to 
the government charge of conspiring 
with a German company to control the 
world supply of military optical equip¬ 
ment. This was at a time when the 
whole globe was tottering on the edge 
of Hitler's domination, and when such 
equipment could well have been cru¬ 
cial to the success or failure of the 
Nazi drive. 

Yet I am sure that this man con¬ 
sidered himself a “good American" in 
some meaningful sense of the word. 
What he did in his business bore little 
relation to the way he personally felt. 
One was a "practical" matter; the 
other was “belief." 

Again. I do not single him out. any¬ 
more than the criminal, except as a 


dramatic example of the way most 
people manage to keep apart what 
they do and w hat they think — or what 
they think they think. The cheating 
landlord, the deceptive developer, the 
price-conspirator, the labor official 
who takes kick backs, the politician 
with padded payrolls — all these and 
more devoutly consider themselves as 
"patriotic" Americans who would 
gladly take arms to protect their coun¬ 
try from attack.

ous anymore. The center 
will contract and the rest 
of the sun will expand 
into space." Beaudet said 
in an interview during the 
second day of the union's 
general assembly. 

DOZENS OK Dooms 
day specialists, including 
Beaudet. who researches'\ 
the chemical composi¬ 
tion of the universe and 
its origins, agree that as 
the sun'S surface ex¬ 
pands “the ocean water 
will boil, become very 
hot. and life will disap¬ 
pear." 

But the scenario will be 
reversed several million 
years later as the sun's 
cure shrinks to the size of 
the earth, and becomes 


even denser, like a white 
rock. 

"TIHE SURFACE tem¬ 
perature will pass from 
2,000 degrees to maybe 
30,000 degrees but the 
center will be much 
smaller, the light that we 
receive from it will be 
much weaker and every¬ 
thing will freeze here.” 
Beaudet sighed. “We boil 
first, then we freeze. It 
will be a real disaster. 
Life on earth will become 
impossible." 

BEAUDET, who has 
organized some 40 semi¬ 
nars. lectures and wor- 
shops to be given on the 
solar system, cosmology, 
stellar evolution, black 
holes and satellites, dis¬ 


counts romantic Motions 
about industrious astron¬ 
omers observing the uni¬ 
verse's mysteries into 
the early hours of the 
morning. 

FEW IF ANY of the 
three thousand scien¬ 
tists. including five Nobel 
Prize winners at the con¬ 
ference, ever peer 
through a telescope. 

“It's so dam rare that 
an astronomer will look 
through a telescope it¬ 
self. He looks through the 
eye-piece outside some¬ 
times, but that's simply 
for guidance," Beaudet 
said. 

"HE HILL never 
search with the eye. It's 


all down to instruments, 
photographic plates, 
spectograms, scanning 
systems and the like." 

The conference, the 
first of its kind to be held 
in Canada, also will de¬ 
vote much time to discus¬ 
sion of recent unmanned 
missions to Mars and Ju¬ 
piter. 

But ironically. Beau- 
det's duties are earthly 
ones. 

“IN FACT I'm missing 
that conference,” he 
said. “I haven't been to a 
scientific meeting yet. 
We're very busy outside, 
worrying about hotels, 
equipment, films and 
making sure everyone is 
happy."

Physicists cruise into nuclear protest 


bis quotes were a report- 
ert dream. 

He was an instant story 
cypry time he opened his 
mputh with his witty and 
weD-turned phrases. 

Cartoonists loved him, 
toO: 

And newsmen, like the rest 
oCfanadians, were never 
quite immune to the .cha- 
rlima of John George Die- 
fenbaker. 

They all have their favor¬ 
ite DIefenbaker story that 
captures the wit, the warmth 
and concern of the m'an. 

Some Colonist staff mem¬ 
bers recall here some of 
their most memorable meet- 
• ings with the Chief. 

Publisher Richard Bower 
has two significant recollec¬ 
tions of DIefenbaker. The 
first was a letter Diefen- 
baker wrote him from Ot¬ 
tawa on Nov. 22,1963. It read 
in part: 

"Today is tragic in the 
history of freedom. The 
passing of President Ken¬ 
nedy will be a setback to the 
forces of freedom all over 
the world. It is a sad com¬ 
mentary that in an American 
democracy that so many of 
its presidents have either 
been assassinated or at¬ 
tempts made to do so.”

Hiring 
server 
is out 


A proposal to hire a tem¬ 
porary summons-server in¬ 
stead of relying on the pro¬ 
vincial sheriff's service has 
been rejected by city coun¬ 
cil’s finance committee. 

Instead, aldermen will put 
pressure on the government 
to improve Its service. 

The city is out about $56,- 
000 because of unserved 
traffic summonses, the com¬ 
mittee was told Thursday. 

The figure was contained 
in a report by treasurer 
Mason Sheldrick which list¬ 
ed other potential revenues 
which might be realized if a 
person was hired. 

Sheldrick said there were 
5,663 outstanding summon¬ 
ses, many for offences such 
as parking violations, in¬ 
cluding 1,768 from last 
year. 

At an average of $10 a 
summons, the value was 
more than $56,000. 

Sheldrick said, however, a 
realistic total which might 
be collected would range 
from $17,000 to about $23,- 
000 . 

That would more than pay 
for a temporary server for 
two months at $4,522, includ¬ 
ing car and office expenses.

"Never in the history of 
Canada has there been such 
a gathering of political 
midgets," was Diefen- 
baker’s capsule evaluation. 

Legislative reporter Jim 
Hume's favorite Diefen- 
baker anecdote came on 
their first meeting on the 
campaign trail. 

“In 1957 during the elec¬ 
tion campaign I was cover¬ 
ing Dief in Courtenay. 

“After the speech I lined 
him up for a 'new' mug shot 
for the files. He was in good 
humor and suggested the 
photographer take two shots, 
the mug and then one with 
his arm around me to show 
my children a picture of 
their dad with the prime 
minister of Canada. 

“Always the smartass, I 
told Dief I'd wait for that 
honor until the following 
night when I was covering 
Prime Minister Louis St. 
Laurent. 

“Alas, St. Laurent was a 
cold fish and didn’t ask me to 
pose with him ... and a cou¬ 
ple of weeks later Dief was 
PM. And a year later we had 
the landslide. 

“I thus lost my chance of 
immortality, and learned a 
lesson on the insecurity of 
politics. And on half a dozen 
occasions we met after that, 
Dief always reminded me of 
both,” said Hume. 

“You had to admire the 
style,” said business editor 
George Gibson, who recalled 
seeing the Diefenbakers on 
a muggy Ottawa evening 
about 10 years ago. 

“The crowd In the Chateau 
Laurier lobby stood aside, as 
if in respect. 

“In came DIefenbaker, 
looking very elegant in a 
white dinner jacket, com- - 
plete with bow tie and bou¬ 
tonniere. 

“On his arm was Olive, 
struggling in her efforts to 
master the use of a cane that 
l>he had inherited as a result 
of her illness. 

“As if on cue, everybody 
just simply stopped what 
they were doing and watched 
the somewhat doddering 
couple make it to the eleva¬ 
tor and be whisked away to 
we-know-not-what. 

“Then the lobby babble 
resumed.” 

Colonist outdoors writer 
Alec Merriman isn’t sure 
how many times he fished 
with DIefenbaker. He re¬ 
members once dropping 
around to his room at a 
Campbell River Dshing 
lodge to discuss the day’s 
salmon catch, only to find 
the former prime minister 
reclining in his underwear. 

It didn't stop DIefenbaker, 
who was quite willing to talk 
fishing, regardless of his at¬ 
tire. 

Steep cliffs were no obsta¬ 
cle to DIefenbaker if there 
were steelhead to be caught, 
said Merriman, who recalled 
one time trying to d^e a 
CBC crew which had fol¬ 
lowed them out to Port Ren¬ 
frew. 

Members of the fishing 
party were sitting out a snow 
squall In a van when they 
noticed a CBC microphone. 

“Dief really gave them 
hell for eavesdropping,” 
said Merriman. 

It was Diefenbaker's abi- 
bity to tell a joke that enter¬ 
tainment writer Jim Gibson 
]‘0C&lls 

“He had the timing of a 
good standup comic,” said 
Gibson, whose first recollec¬ 
tion of DIefenbaker was as 
an autograph-hunting school 
boy in 'Aornhill, Ont., where 
the Conservative leader 
made a brief stop during 
the 1957 campaign. 

It was years later as a 
reporter covering Diefen- 
baker’s tour of Stratford 
during the 1972 campaign 
that Gibson saw Diefen¬ 
baker's wonderful rapport 
with people, and in particu¬ 
lar his gift for remembering 
names. 

“He greeted my photogr¬ 
apher—whose name now I 
can’t even recall—by his 
first name and then went on 
to reminisce on some distant 
campaign tour they had 
made together,” he said. At 
the same meeting, a former 
Prince Alberta resident In¬ 
troduced himself to that Sas- 
katchewan city’s most 
famous son, only to be re¬ 
minded by Dief that the 
man’s younger brother once 
delivered their newspaper.

NANAIMO — The grey 
skies of a drizzling Nanaimo 
weren’t the only welcome for 
a ferry-load of 700 interna¬ 
tional physicists and their 
families visiting the city 
Wednesday afternoon. 

UPON DOCKING, the nu¬ 
clear and high-energy physi¬ 
cists were greeted by ap¬ 
proximately 175 environ¬ 
mentalists, complete with 
posters, pamphlets and 
signs, who turn^ out for an 
energy alternatives rally or¬ 
ganized by the loose-knit um¬ 
brella organization of the 
B.C. Energy Coalition. 

The scientists, represent¬ 
ing 30 countries, have been 
spending this last week at 
the UBC campus, attending 
the eighth International Con¬ 
ference on High Energy 
Physics and Nuclear Struc¬ 
ture hosted by the TRIUMF 
nuclear accelerator division 
of UBC, the National Science 
and Ener» Resource Coun¬ 
cil and the International 
Union of Pure and Applied 
Physics. 

ACCORDING to confer¬ 
ence organizers and tourist 
promotion officials, the CPR 
cruise and tour of Nanaimo 
were just intended to make a 
relaxing, mid-week break. 

However, the environmen¬ 
talists were not convinced, 
and they voiced their con¬ 
cern over the unspoken im¬ 
plications of such a large 
body of nuclear physicists 
visiting Vancouver Island, 
an area at one time slated 
for three nuclear reactor 
sites. 

THE DEMONSTRATORS 
defined their position of curi¬ 
ous suspicion and their areas 
of concern in a brief pre¬ 
pared by the B.C. Energy 
Coalition and read out by 
Mary Cox just before the 
scientists disembarked. 

“We reject the claim of 
the conference organizers 
that these scientists are 
merely involved in pure re¬ 
search, when in actual fact 
atomic research is ultimate¬ 
ly applied to nuclear 
weapons and reactors . 


Demonstrators with signs meet passengers leaving ferry 


“WE OF THE welcom- 
iHg committee are curious as 
t6 the true purpose of these 
nuclear physicists ... Is 
there any connection to the 
conference advocating nu¬ 
clear reactors for Vancou¬ 
ver Island sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce 
seven years ago?” 

As the ship docked, the 
passengers gazed down at 
the throng of people and mul¬ 
ticolored signs declaring, 
“Mr. Sun creates jobs,” 
“Split wood, not atoms,” 
“Old reactors don’t die, they 
just glow away,” “Nu killer 
energy,” “Decommission 
Bonner,” “No can do, 
Candu.” 


THE RALLY struck up 
unified chants of, “Hell no, 
we won’t glow!” and “2,4,6, 
8, we don’t want to radi¬ 
ate!” 

The responses of the scien¬ 
tists as they made their way 
down the ramp and inevit¬ 
ably mingled with the dem¬ 
onstrators ranged from curi¬ 
osity, humor and nervous 
anxiety, to indignation and 
anger. 

An Israeli scientist ex¬ 
plained that the UBC con¬ 


ference was dealing with 
“a particular branch of nu¬ 
clear physics which was 
completely pure science 
where nothing was ap¬ 
plied.” 

IN EVALUATING the 
demonstration, a U.S. scien¬ 
tist said it was “totally in¬ 
appropriate and not a very 
warm welcome to Nanai¬ 
mo.” 

"The same scientist, de¬ 
fining himself both as a pro¬ 
ponent of nuclear energy and 
an employee of a project to 
stop nuclear proliferation, 
readily expressed his opin¬ 
ion on the contentious issue 
of storage and disposal of nu¬ 
clear wastes. 


WHEN QUERIED by 
BCEC member Ron Jarvis 
as to whether he would be 
willing to donate a portion of 
his basement or backyard 
for the storage of nuclear 
waste, he responded, “No, 
because I don’t have to.” 

When further pressed as to 
what resolution he saw to the 
waste-storage problem, the 
physicist said, “Have you 
ever been to Nevada? God 
gave us Nevada for the pur¬ 
pose of putting nuclear 
wastes there.” 


KARL ERDMAN from the 
TRIUMF Centre at UBC de¬ 
clared, “This demonstration 
has been totally ineffec¬ 
tive ... The two things that 
alternate energy cannot be 
and will not be for the next 50 
years is solar and geother¬ 
mal-For some countries, 

nuclear energy is the only 
viable alternative.” 

Although most of the con¬ 
ference delegates queried 
were found to be on the nu¬ 


clear energy bandwagon, 
there were some excep¬ 
tions. 

ONE ATTENDING scien¬ 
tist from New York state 
was an active member of the 
Union of Concerned &ien- 
tists, a national organization 
that maintains there is no 
safe means for the storage of 
nuclear waste. 

He said he was glad to 
see the. environmentalist 
rally here, and was disap¬ 
pointed there had been no 
demonstration in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

A similar sentiment was 
independently expressed by 
a husband-and-wife physi¬ 
cist team from Switzerland. 


THE OVER ALL tone of 
the rally was one of peaceful 
confrontation—information 
gathering and giving. 

Hilda Kellington, member 
of the BCEC and S.A.N.E. 
(Solar Alternatives to Nu¬ 
clear Energy), explained, 
“Our main point in coming 
was to talk to these pure 
scientists and make them be¬ 
come aware of the appli¬ 
cations of their work, and 
the dangers of those ap¬ 
plications.” 


ALTHOUGH neither the 
demonstrators nor the scien¬ 
tists exhibited any signs of 
overt hostility, there were 
others who were less than 
satisfied with the events of 
the day. 

Emma Chapplow set up a 
crafts booth by the ferry 
dock and found that business 
was zero. “We’ve sold abso¬ 
lutely nothing. These people 
have completely ruined it for 
us, completely ruined It! 


“WE WERE actually 
asked to come here with 
our crafts. I’ve worked hard 
for days to get all this to¬ 
gether. It seems that you’ve 
got to be an idiot to get a little 
attention. This Is what they 
do for kicks. They’ll demon¬ 
strate for anything!” 

Nanaimo Tourist Bureau 
student employee Barb 01- 
dale was similarly unim¬ 
pressed with the demonstra¬ 
tion. 

“They were just coming 
over here on their day off. 
It’s like their holiday. And 
then those turkeys had to 
wreck the whole thing. What 
they do with their work is one 
thing, but they don’t want to 
have to face protestors on 
their day off. 

“All we did was put to¬ 
gether folders and have 
.someone on the ferry to talk 
to them. We just wanted to 
show them what a nice place 
Nanaimo is for tourists, 
that’s all.” 


ONE THING definite:

Public, private use 
proposed for library 


A mix of public and pri¬ 
vate uses for the Carnegie 
library building has been 
proposed by Victoria Aid. 
Robin Blencoe. 

The Victoria Archives So¬ 
ciety and the Victoria Inter- 
Cultural Association should 
be housed in the building at 
Blanshard and Yates, he told 
aldermen Thursday. 

Council will meet in spe¬ 
cial session today to consider 
numerous proposals for the 
building, to be vacated early . 
next year when the Greater 
Victoria Public Library 
moves into its new quarters, 
the provincial government 
building on Broughton 
Street. 

Blencoe said he would' 
urge rejection of all private 
bids received by the city, and 
ask that tenders be sought 
for a mixed-use proposal. 

An offer to purchase the 
Carnegie portion for $350,000 


is one of the 50 submissions 
received by council. 

The city’s invitation for 
proposals included the 1952 
addition, but two bidders ex¬ 
pressed interest only in part 
of the building. 

Paul Kyle, of Kyle’s Gal¬ 
lery, bid $350,000 to buy the 
Carnegie portion, and James 
Munro, of Munro’s book¬ 
store, offered $100,060 for 
the old building, or to lease it 
for $20,000 a year. 

Westcoast Savings Credit 
Union made a separate pro¬ 
posal to negotiate for the use 
of both portions. 

Blencoe said he would 
urm rejection of the private 
bids because of “blatant vio¬ 
lations of the normal princi¬ 
ples of competitive tender¬ 
ing.” 

The essence of the tender 
process was the secrecy of 
bids, “but this principle has 
not been adhered to in this 


case as the city made the 
bids public.” 

It would be ludicrous tor 
council now to ask Westcoast 
to attach a dollar value to its 
proposal, he saM. 

The advantage Westcoast 
would gain from knowing its 
competitors’ bids would be 
so ^at as to render the 
entire process totally unfair 
and unjust, he said. 

Council, before again call¬ 
ing tenders, had .to decide 
whether the building should 
be sold to private interests, 
retained (or public benefit, 
or divided (or a private-pub¬ 
lic use, Blencoe said. 

It would be possible to 
house the archives and the 
association as well as a pri¬ 
vate concern in the two 
buildings if they co-operated 
on use of the 32,000 square 
feet of available space, he 
suggested.

ISLAMABAD (Reuter) — 
Pakistan has ringed its nu¬ 
clear research bases with 
ground-to-air missiles after 
a report that the United 
States might take military 
action to stop it from explod¬ 
ing a nuclear bomb, in¬ 
formed sources said Thurs¬ 
day. 

U.S. Ambassador Arthur 
Hummel, acting to check a 
damaging rift with Paki¬ 
stan, issued a comprehen¬ 
sive denial of the report 
which appeared Sunday in 
the New York Times. 

The sources said French- 
made missiles had been set 
up near the government’s 
main uranium enrichment 
laboratory at Islamabad 
Airport and around its unfin- 
ish^ uranium enrichment 
plant several kilometres 
away at Kahuta. Soldiers 


now patrol the perimeter at 
Kahuta and anti-aircraft 
guns are in position. 

Pakistan formally protest¬ 
ed to Washington two days 
ago after The Times said 
White House officials were 
considering a commando 
raid or sabotage as one way 
to stop Pakistan from ex¬ 
ploding a nuclear bomb. 

Hummel told Pakistan's 
military rulers Thursday the 
reports were “sensationalist 
and untrue,” a U.S. embassy 
statement said. 

Pakistan has often denied 
U.S. and West European al¬ 
legations that it plans to ex- 
pltKle a nuclear bomb. Such 
an action might set off a

U.S. puts up $90 million for northwest salmon runs 


SEATTLE (AP) — Secretary of Interior Cecil Andrus 
Thursday unveiled a )90 million proposal to rebuild salmon 
runs in the United States Northwest, and while it was called 
a good beginning, there already are indications it will 
undergo large-scale revision. 

The plan, with a 10-year time frame, calls for new 


enhancement programs, the buying back of commercial 
fishing boats from non-Indians and a loan program for 
Indians to buy gear. 

The federal plan is far less than the *208 million 
enhancement, research and buy-back program recom¬ 
mended by a federal study last year. 

Already, the main catch in the proposal appears to be a 


section which would allow the federal government to with¬ 
hold $75 million unless the state antes up $75 million. 

Andrus said the Carter administration is trimming 
expenditures, but state Democratic Representative Don 
Bonker said it is basically a federal problem. 

“It’s a problem of federal dams on the Columbia River 
killing fish and of Canadian interception of fish runs.”

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
body of John (ieorge Diefen¬ 
baker will be laid in state 
today in the Parliament 
buildings Just a few dozen 
yards from the Commons 
chamber where the former 
prime minl.ster became a 
living legend during the last 
39 years. 

A full state funeral will be 
held Sunday for the 83-year- 
old father of the Bill of 
Rights who died Thursday 
from a heart attack in the 
study of his home. 

The body will then be car¬ 
ried slowly across the coun¬ 
try by train to Saskatoon for 
burial Wednesday, stopping 
at cities and towns en route 
where the people Diefen¬ 
baker called “my fellow Ca¬ 
nadians” will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to pay their last 
respects. 

Diefenbaker, who served 
as prime minister from 1957- 
63, will be buried at the Die¬ 
fenbaker Centre near the 
University of Saskatchewan 
along the banks of the .Sas¬ 
katchewan River. 

According to Diefen¬ 
baker's wishes, the remains 
of his second wife, Olive, will 


be exhumed from an Ottawa 
cemetery and also be tran¬ 
sported by train for burial at 
the university, where he first 
studied law and later served 
as chancellor. Mrs. Diefen¬ 
baker died in December, 
1978. 

Dief the Chief, as he was 
known to many Canadians 


and to the Saskatchewan 
voters who sent the staunch 
monarchist to the House of 
Commons following every 
election since 1940, died 
clutching some parliamen¬ 
tary papers.

POINTE-AU-PIC, Que. (UPC) — Flags at the pro¬ 
vincial premiers' annual conference were not lowered 
to half mast to mark the death of former prime min¬ 
ister John Diefenbaker until the signal of respect was 
requested by the premiers at noon Thursday. 

“1 just suggested to the chairman that the flags should 
be lowered and everyone agreed,” Ontario Premier William 
Davis explained. 

Diefenbaker died early Thursday but the flags of all 
10 provinces were still flying high at the imposing Manoir 
Richelieu when the last leader filed into the meeting hall on 
a cliff above the St. Lawrence River at 10:30 a.m. 

Davis said in Ontario the flags would have been lowered 
automatically,, without waiting for the opinion of other 
provincial Ica^s. 

It was almost noon when the last of the It flags — all 
provincial — were lowered to half mast. There was no 
Canadian flag on the conference site. 

Earlier Thursday, a protocol officer in Quebec City 
said flags on provincial buildings would remain at full 
mast. 

•The policy of the government of Quebec on lowering 
flags to half-mast dictates that we follow international 
custom and lower our flags only upon the death of an 
actual hedd of stale or government,'' he said. 

However protocol officer Marc Ceullier later announced 
that the flags had been lowered on the legislative building. 
“It was the personal decision of Premier Levesque follow¬ 
ing the collective decision of the premiers," he said.

ALERT BAY — When the 
talk turns to Indian demands 
that he retire. Dr. Jack Pick¬ 
up lashes out at band council 
staff and reporters who took 
their word instead of his. 

Then he points to his wait¬ 
ing room as proof of this 
community's faith in him. 
Most of Pickup's patients 
are Indians. 

There now is a doctor 
working temporarily on the 
Nimpkish Indian reserve, 
but most band members still 
come to see Pickup, even 
though he was found negli¬ 
gent after a young Indian 
girl died in his care. 


“Most of the Indians are 
on my side in the fight,'' said 
Pickup, who has practised 
here for almost 30 of his 61 
years. “It's just that one 
group down there, that group 
that runs the band office.” 

Reflecting the feelings of 
many non-Indian residents 
here. Pickup directs his bit¬ 
terness at reporters. 

“I'm the only one on trial 
here. They check my cre¬ 
dentials but they don't check 
my detractors'.” 

Alert Bay is on tiny Cormo¬ 
rant Island, a 20-minute 
ferry ride from Port McNeill 
on northern Vancouver Is¬ 
land. The Indian reserve is 
at one end of town; non-ln-

dian residents and busi¬ 
nesses are at the other. Dur¬ 
ing the last few months, the 
split in the village has been 
more than physical. 

But for many here, includ¬ 
ing Pickup, the loyalty of 
.some Indian patients dis¬ 
proves media reports that 
the village's 1,800 residents 
—about half of them Indians 
—split along racial lines 
over the doctor's compe¬ 
tence. 

For others, that loyalty 
has neither disp<-llcd the sus 
picions about Pickup nor has 
it answered the broader 
question of the quality of 
Indian health care that was 
hanging over Alert Bay even 


before 11-year-old Renee 
Smith died from a ruptured 
appendix in January. 

Nimpkish band manager 
Pearl Alfred says some In¬ 
dians still go to Pickup 
through habit, because they 
don't know there's a choice 
or because they can't go to 
doctors in 6ther communi¬ 
ties as easily as whites. 

Others, she admits, still 
believe in Pickup's compe¬ 
tence. But the elected lead¬ 
ers of the Indian community

Director Olive Baird said 
greater time should be given 
by private companies and 
the government concerning 
the notification of the in¬ 
tended use of herbicides. 

She said, “people who are 
allergic to the chemicals 
would then have a chance to 
move out of the district while 
the spraying was in pro¬ 
cess.” 

Kuta said co-operation of 
the permit holders couid 
.sought, concerning notifica¬ 
tion of when they were going 
to spray. 

The resolution to notify the 
PCB of the CVRD’S request 
was then carried unani¬ 
mously. 

The board was notified by 
Transportation. Communi¬ 
cations and Highways Minis¬ 
ter Alex Fraser that his min¬ 
istry was “initiating several 
actions which, hopefully, 
will provide a better mea¬ 
sure of control” over the 
operation of roadside 
stands. 

The minister’s reply was 
in response to several letters 
and requests from the CVRD 
because of its concern “for 
the proliferation of itinerant 
mobile fruit and vegetable 
vendors using pullouts and 
rest areas along the high¬ 
ways throughout the region¬ 
al district.” 

Fra.ser said, “My ministry 
is aware of the increasing 
number of mobile vendors 
using the rest areas and 
viewpoints and of the safety 
hazards created by unregu¬ 
lated use of the highway 
right-of-way for vending.” 

He said it had been diffi¬ 
cult for his ministry to con¬ 
trol this type of activity “be¬ 
cause of the highly mobile 
nature of this type of opera¬ 
tion.” 

“However, we are initiat¬ 
ing several actions which, 
hopefully, will provide a bet¬ 
ter measure of control over 
these operations.” 

He said, “In an attempt to 
discourage applicants for 
trade licences, government 
agents will inform those ap¬ 
plying that it is an offence 
under the Motor Vehicle Act 
to sell produce or to erect 
signs on highway rights-of- 
way. 

“My ministry has also 
made representation to the 
RCMP to take whatever 
steps are possible to enforce 
the present legislation under 
the provisions of Section 180 
of the Motor Vehicle Act.” 

Director Elves informed 
the board that people were 
being ejected from Mesachie 
Lake because they were 
fishing in areas where a dis¬ 
pute existed between owner¬ 
ship of the water. 

She said the dispute arose 
because logging companies 
who have a logging licence 
for the area, claimed they 
alone had the rights to the 
wats;c,and the land below the 
water. 

The board agreed to write 
to the “Lands Branch, Water 
Rights” to determine who 
has the legal right and uses 
of the surface water on Me- 
sachic lake.

Physicists cruise into N-protest

NANAIMO —The typi 
cally gray skies of a driz¬ 
zling Nanaimo weren’t 
the only welcome for a 
ferry-load of 700 interna¬ 
tional physicists and 
their families visiting the 
city on Wednesday af- 
t^jTEpon. 


UPON DOCKING, the 
nuclear and high energy 
physicists were greeted 
by approximately 175 en¬ 
vironmentalists com¬ 
plete with posters, pam¬ 
phlets and signs, who 
turned out for an energy 
alternatives rally organ¬ 
ized by the loose-knit um¬ 
brella organization of the 
B.C. Energy (k)altion. 

The scientists, repre¬ 
senting 30 countries, 
have been spending this 
last week at the UBC 
campus where they’ve 
been attending the 8th In¬ 
ternational Conference 
on High Energy Physics 
and Nuclear .Structure 
hosted by the Triumf nu¬ 
clear accelerator divi¬ 
sion of UBC, the National 
Science and Energy Re¬ 
source Council and the 
International Union of 
Pure and Applied Phys¬ 
ics.

ALTHOUGH neither 
the demonstrators nor 
the scientists exhibited 
any signs of overt hostil¬ 
ity, there were others 
who were less than satis¬ 
fied with the events of the 
day. 

Emma Chapplow set 
up a crafts boodi by the 
ferry dock and found that 
business was less than 
lucrative. “We’ve sold 
absolutely nothing. 
These people have com¬ 
pletely ruined it for us.

ACCORDING to con 
ference organizers and 
tourist promotion offi¬ 
cials, the CPR cruise and 
tour of Nanaimo was in¬ 
tended to be nothing 
more than a relaxing, 
“mid-week break for the 
scientists. 

However, the environ¬ 
mentalists were not con¬ 
vinced, and they voiced 
their concern over the 
unspoken implications of 
such a large body of nu¬ 
clear physicists visiting 
Vancouver Island, an 
area at one time slated 
for three nuclear reactor 
sites.

completely ruined it! 

^'WE WERE actually 
asked to come here with 
our crafts. I’ve worked 
hard for days to get all 
this together. It seems 
that yolTve got to be art 
idiot to get a little atten¬ 
tion. This is what they do 
for kicks. They’ll demon¬ 
strate for anything!” 

Nanaimo Tourist Bu¬ 
reau student employee 
Barb Oldaie was similar¬ 
ly unimpre.ssed with the 
demonstration. 

“They were just com¬ 
ing over here on their day 
off. It’s like their holiday. 
And then those turkeys 
had to wreck the whole 
thing. What they do with 
their work is one thing, 
but they don’t want to 
have to face protestors on 
their day off. 

“All we did was put to¬ 
gether folders and have 
someone on the ferry to 
talk to them. We just 
wanted to show them 


what a nice place Nanai¬ 
mo is for tourists, that's 
all.” 

ONE THING that can 
definitely be said in the 
face of this sharp dialec¬ 
tic is that Nanaimo left 
an indelible impression 
on the hundreds of inter¬ 
national nuclear physi¬ 
cists here for only two 
hours. 

When the passengers 
reboarded the ferry they 
appeared to have under¬ 
gone some changes as 
they lined the port side of 
the deck and displayed 
their rally signs and ban¬ 
ners—souvenirs of their 
brief visit to Nanaimo. 

SOME EVEN won¬ 
dered if it was pure coni- 
cidence that the sun fin¬ 
ally broke through the 
thick haze, beaming 
down on the disbanding 
rally and departing sci¬ 
entists. 


THE DEMONSTRA¬ 
TORS defined their posi¬ 
tion of curious suspicion 
and their areas of con¬ 
cern In a brief prepared 
by the B.C. Energy Coali¬ 
tion and read out by Mary 
Cox just prior to the sci¬ 
entists disembarking. 

“We reject the claim of 
the conference orga¬ 
nizers that these scien¬ 
tists are merely involved 
in pure research, when in 
actual fact atomic re¬ 
search is ultimately ap¬ 
plied to nuclear weapons 
and reactors .... 

“WE OF THE welcom¬ 
ing committee are curi¬ 
ous as to the true purpose 
of these nuclear physi¬ 
cists ... Is there any 
connection to the confer¬ 
ence advocating nuclear 
reactors for Vancouver 
Island sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce 
seven years ago?” 

As the ship docked, the 
passengers gazed down 
at the throng of people 
and multicolored signs 
declaring, “Mr. Sun cre¬ 
ates jobs,” “split wood, 
not atoms,” “old reac¬ 
tors don’t die, they just 
glow away,” “nu killer 
energy,” “decommission 
Bonner," “no can do, 
Candu.” 

THE RALLY struck up 
unified chants of, “Hell 
no, we won’t glow!” and 
“2, 4, 6, 8, we don’t want 
to radiate!” 

The responses of the 


scientists as they made 
their way down the ramp 
and inevitably mingled 
with the demonstrators 
ranged from curiosity, 
humor and nervous anx¬ 
iety, to indignation and 
anger. 

An Israeli scientist ex¬ 
plained that the UBC con¬ 
ference was dealing with 
“a particular branch of 
nuclear physics which 
was completely pure sci¬ 
ence where nothing was 
applied.” 

IN EVALUATING the 
demonstration, a U.S. 
scientist said it was, “to¬ 
tally inappropriate and 
not a very warm wel¬ 
come to Nanaimo.” 

The same scientist, de¬ 
fining himself both as a 
proponent of nuclear en¬ 
ergy and an employee of 
a project to stop nuclear 
proliferation, readily ex¬ 
pressed his opinion on the 
contentious issue of stor¬ 
age and disposal of nu¬ 
clear wastes. 

WHEN QUERIED by 
BCEC member Ron 
Jarvis as to whether he 
would be willing to do¬ 
nate a portion of his base¬ 
ment or backyard for the 
storage of nuclear waste, 
he responded, “No, be¬ 
cause I don’t have to.” 

When further pressed 
as to what resolution he 
saw to the waste storage 
problem, the U.S. physi¬ 
cist said, “Have you ever 
been to Nevada? God 


gave us Nevada for the 
purpose of putting nu¬ 
clear wastes there.” 

KARL ERDMAN from 
the Triumf Centre at 
UBC declared, 1‘this 
demonstration has been 
totally ineffective . ,. 
The two things that alter¬ 
nate energy cannot be 
and will not be for the 
next 50 years is solar and 
geothermal. . . .For 
some countries nuclear 
energy is the only viable 
alternative.” 

Although most of the 
conference delegates 
queried were found to be 
on the nuclear energy 
bandwagon, there were 
some exceptions. 

ONE ATTENDING sci¬ 
entist from New York 
state was an active mem¬ 
ber of the Union of Con¬ 
cerned Scientists, a na¬ 
tional organization that 
professes there is no safe 
means for the storage of 
nuclear waste. 

He said he was glad to 
see the environmentalist 
rally here, and was dis¬ 
appointed there had been 
no demonstration in Van¬ 
couver. 

A similar sentiment 
was independently ex¬ 
pressed by a husband and 
wife physicist team from 
Switzerland. 

THE OVER ALL tone 
of the rally was one of 
peaceful confrontation- 
information gathering 
and giving. 

Hilda Kellington, 
member of the BCEC and 
S.A.N.E. (Solar Alterna¬ 
tives to Nuelear Energy), 
explained, “Our main 
point in coming was to 
talk to these pure scien¬ 
tists and make them be¬ 
come aware of.the appli¬ 
cations of their work, and 
the dangers of those ap¬ 
plications.”

SASKATOON (CP) — Philip Delesalle of Vic¬ 
toria, the centre piece at the Western Canada Sum¬ 
mer Games gymnastic competition, is pondering 
how much longer he wants to be one of Canada’s 
ranking gymnasts. 

"That’s one of my problems right now, having to 
make up my mind how much longer I want to go on, if 
I want to go on to 1980 or 1982." 

Delesalle, a member of the 1976 Olympic team, 
led the competition after preliminary results in the 
pommel horse and floor exercises in what was a 
comparatively quiet day at the Games on Thurs¬ 
day.

Preliminary competition continues today with the 
finals slated for Saturday. 

“I haven’t competed since the nationals so its 
more for me to come up for this because I haven’t 
done anything for three or four months now,” said 
Delesalle. “It’s kind of nice just to go in here and 
maybe have a little fun.” 

Delesalle is pondering his future. “1 want to see 
what happens at the world championships at Forth 
Worth in December and after that I’ll prbtty well 
know what I’m going to do from there.” 

He said he wants to put on a strong performance 
at Port Worth because he missed the world cham¬ 
pionships last year, falling ill two days before the 
meet. 

“I think the only thing that would make me really 
decide to retire would be maybe having a really bad 
meet (at Forth Worth)... I’m just like that. If I have 
a bad meet I get depressed.

It’s hard to believe he’s gone

Today marks the second anniversary of 
the death of the King of Rock and Roll. 

And no one on Vancouver Island can 
have more memories of Elvis Presley than 
a 31-year-old mother of two who lives in 
Duncan. 

She is Barbara Dobie who, as Victoria 
High student Barbara Weber in 1963, was 
president of an Elvis fan club which had 
about 200 members in Victoria and the 
Lower Mainland. 

She attended 30 of his shows, had her 
picture taken with him (unfortunately it 
double-exposed), and firmly believes there 
will never be another Elvis. 

Ten years ago today she saw Elvis make 
his comeback debut at the International 


Hotel in Las Vegas. She saw him three 
times on that trip. 

Her admiration for Elvis began in 1956 
when as an eight-year-old she went to 
the Capitol Theatre in Victoria and saw 
Love Me Tender three times, getting home 
to a frantic mother at 7 p.m. 

She has seen his shows up and down the 
West Coast, been to Graceland, Elvis’ 
Memphis estate, and has the only scarf (he 
only threw out one in those days) from a 
Nov. 11, 1970 performance in Portland. As 
if that wasn’t enough, she followed him to 
Seattle to watch his performance the next 
night. 

In April of 1968, Barbara and her friend 
Brenda Gilmore of Victoria trekked to 
Hollywood where Elvis was filming Live a 
Little, Love a Little, and were rewarded 


for their devotion by having their pictures 
taken with him. They were among a 
group of about 15 people who got to chat 
with Elvis. 

By coincidence, Brenda met her husband 
during a March, 1967 visit to Grace- 
land. 

“He (Elvis) was a kind, down-to-earth, 
generous man who never forgot his roots 
and loved his family,” said Barbara, who 
lives at 600 Dobson Road with husband 
John and daughters Kathy, 4. and Sherry, 
2. They are also Elvis fans, she said. 

“When Elvis died, it was just like losing 
a member of my family. 1 was really bro¬ 
ken up—still get upset at times. It's hard to 
believe it really happened, really hard 
to believe he’s gone forever. 

“But then, he left so much behind."

BUT CITY SAYS PROJECT BEING CHECKED

. Residents in the Topaz- 
Biackwood area are upset 
over the quality of work in 
development of a parking 
lot to serve the Sikh Tern- 
pie, and they are laying the 
blame on bureaucrats at 
Victoria city hall. 

Old-age pensioners Mr. 
and Mrs. Leslie Jones, 1142 
Topaz, said Wednesday they 
have been unable to get help 
from city hall despite nu¬ 
merous visits and phone 
calls. 

Their problems started 
last October when council 
authorized the use of two lots 
in the single-family area to 
provide parking for the tem¬ 
ple. 

Their litany of complaints 
includes what they claim 
was the “needless” axing of 
11 oalq trees on the site, re¬ 


moval of a three-foot-high 
white picket fence which 
they had erected along the 
side of their 13S-foot deep 
property, “faulty” construc¬ 
tion of a retaining wall, and 
inadequate drainage of the 
parking area. 

Temple officials had dis¬ 
played a couidn’t-care-less 
attitude, she said, adding 
that when the fence was 
taken out by a bulldozer, 
they had told her not to 
worry as a retaining wall 
would be built. 

And instead of five catch- 
basins on the lot (as called 
for in the origiiial plan) only 
two had been installed, she 
said. 

“It’s been like living 
through a nightmare,” said 
Mrs. Jones. “We’ve lived 
here 32 years. I’ve never 
experienced anything like 
this. We got no help from the 
city. Everyone there passed 
the buckif 


The couple said they were 
concerned about the quality 
of workmanship, especially 
in construction of the retain¬ 
ing wall, “and we’re really 
concerned about homes 
being flooded because of in¬ 
adequate drainage on the 
lot.” 

Mrs. Jones said her con¬ 
cerns were “really aroused” 
when she was told by a city- 
official that plans for the 
development had been lost. 

She accused the city of 
laxity in inspecting the work 
and of failing to respond to 
concerns expressed by resi¬ 
dents. 

“It seems as though no one 
cares, or someone is cover¬ 
ing up something," she 
said. 

Neighbor James Carmi¬ 
chael also expressed 
“grave” concern about 
drainage and said the con¬ 
crete retaining wall left 
much to be desired. “There’s 


enough wood in there to light 
fires for a month,” he said, 
pointing to pieces of wood 
embedded in the concrete. 

The entire project left 
much to be desired, he 
added. 

City assistant planning 
director Peter Crisp said 
residents’ fears were 
groundless “as we have 
enough muscle to make 
those responsible to live up 
to their commitments.” 

Instructions had been 
given staff to inspect build¬ 
ing and plumbing work and 
the traffic engineer would be 
taking a look at the project, 
he noted. 


- Crisp said plans called for 
the lot to be screened and 
landscaped. 

“If the lot does not follow 
the plans, we will ensure any 
violations are rectified, even 
if it means tearing up the 
paved lot,” he ^id.

U.S. puts up $90 million for northwest salmon runs 


SEATTLE (AP) — Secretary of Interior Cecil Andrus 
Thursday unveiled a 990 million proposal to rebuild salmon 
runs in the United States Northwest, and while it was called 
a good beginning, there already are indications it will 
undergo large-scale revision. 

The plan, with a 10-year time frame, calls for new 


enhancement programs, the buying back of commercial 
fishing boats from non-Indians and a loan program for 
Indians to buy gear. 

The federal plan is far iess than the $208 million 
enhancement, research and buy-back program recom¬ 
mended by a federai study last year. 

Already, the main catch in the proposal appears to be a 


section which wouid allow the federai government to with¬ 
hold $75 million unless the state antes up $75 million. 

Andrus said the. Carter administration is trimming 
expenditures, but state Democratic Representative Dun 
Honker said it is basically a federal problem. 

“It's a problem of federal dams on the Columbia River 
killing fish and of Canadian interception of fish runs."

kill 8 

SAN SALVADOR, El Sal¬ 
vador (UPI) — Eight gun¬ 
men believed to be right- 
wing terrorists lined up eight 
woikers in a car repair shop 
Thursday and shot them 
dead. 

Blocks away, leftist stu¬ 
dents carrying Sandinista 
banners of the Nicaraguan 
revolution demonstrated for 
educational reforms and 
against mandatory school 
uniforms and fees at private 
schools. 

The killings, reminiscent 
of the St. Vaientine’s Day 
gangland massacre in Chi¬ 
cago in the 1930s, came as 
President Carlos Humberto 
Romero announced that all 
political exiles, including his 
former rival for the presi¬ 
dency, could return to El 
Salvador under new liberal 
reforms. 


The incident began when 
a man "approached the 
stewardess with a knife and 
said, ‘We’re going to 
Cuba,’ ’’ an official said. 

The incident aboard the 
Miami-bound flight oc¬ 
curred just after takeoff 
from Guatemala, with 84 
passengers, 

James Westendorf, a pas¬ 
senger who helped subdue 
the man, said the hijacker 
and stewardess went to the 
first-class section and sat 
down. 

“All of a sudden we were 
going to Cuba,” he said. 

Westendorf said he was 
seated behind the hijacker.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
body of John (ieorge Diefen¬ 
baker will be laid in slate 
today in the Parliament 
buildings just a few dozen 
yards from the Commons 
chamber where the foriher 
prime minister became a 
living legend during the last 
39 years. 

A full state funeral will be 
held Sunday for the US-year- 
old father of the Bill of 
Rights who died Thursday 
from a heart attack in the 
study of his home. 

The body will then be car¬ 
ried slowly across the coun¬ 
try by train to Saskatoon for 
burial Wednesday, slopping 
at cities and towns en route 
where the people Diefen¬ 
baker called “my fellow Ca¬ 
nadians" will have an oppor- 
tunity to pay their last 
respects. 

Diefenbaker, who served 
as prime minister from 1957- 
63, will be buried at the Die¬ 
fenbaker Centre near the 
University of Saskatchewan 
along the banks of the Sas¬ 
katchewan River. 

According to Diefen¬ 
baker’s wishes, the remains 
of his second wife, Olive, will 


be exhumed from an Ottawa 
cemetery and also be tran¬ 
sported by train for burial at 
the university, where he first 
studied law and later served 
as chancellor. Mrs. Diefen¬ 
baker died in December, 
1976. 

Dief the Chief, as he was 
known to many Canadians 


and to the Saskatchewan 
voters who .sent the staunch 
monarchist to the House of 
Commons following every 
election since 1940. died 
clutching some parliamen¬ 
tary papers.

Gears shot, Queen out ‘months’ 


With lineups growing and 
truckers grumbling, the B.C. 
Ferry Corporation got more 
bad news Thursday: the 
Queen of Alberni will now be 
out of action for at least two 
months instead of the one 
month forecast earlier. 

The truck ferry went 
aground in Active Pass last 
Thursday. 

In a news release Thurs¬ 
day, ferry officials said that 
damage to the No. 2 gearbox 
“is very severe” and that 
No. 2 engine “is out of align¬ 
ment.” 


The corporation will strip 
both pieces of machinery, 
return the gearbox to Dort¬ 
mund. Germany, where it 
was built, wait for its return, 
and then put the pieces to¬ 
gether again. 

The gearbox is 15 feet long, 
10 feet high and seven feet 
wide. 

In the official language of 
the corporation “the remov¬ 
al and freighting of the gear¬ 
box to Dortmund, examina¬ 
tion including x-rays, 
renewal of parts where pos¬

Provincial flags flutter at half-mast 

Premiers prod 
Quebec host 
to lower flags 

POINTE-AU-PIC, Que. (UPC) — Flags at the pro¬ 
vincial premiers’ annual conference were not lowered 
to half mast to mark the death of former prime min¬ 
ister John Diefenbaker until the signal of respect was 
requested by the premiers at noon Thursday. 

“I just suggested to the chairman that the flags should 
be lowered and everyone agreed,” Ontario Premier William 
Davis explained. 

Diefenbaker died early Thursday but the flags of all 
10 provinces were still flying high at the imposing Manoir 
Richelieu when the last leader filed into the meeting hall on 
a cliff above the St. Lawrence River at 10:30 a.m. 

Davis said in Ontario the flags would have been lowered 
automatically, without waiting for the opinion of other 
provincial leaders. 

It was almost noon when the last of the 11 flags — all 
provincial — were lowered to half mast. Then was no 
Canadian flag on the conference site. 

Earlier Thursday, a protocol officer in Quebec City 
said flags on pravinclal buildings would remain at full 
mast. 

“The policy of the government of Quebec on lowering 
flags to half-mast dictates that we follow international 
custom and lower our flags only upon the death of an 
actual head of state or government,” he said. 

However protocol officer Marc Ceullier later announced 
that the flags had been lowered on the legislative building. 
“It was the personal decision of Premier Levesque follow¬ 
ing the collective decision of the premiers.” he said.

Ticket rewards 
ferry's rescuer 

The owners of one of two boats which went to the 
rescue when the B.C. Ferries' Queen of Alberni went 
aground Aug. 9 have accused the RCMP of harass¬ 
ment following the incident. 

Horst Klein of Pender Island, who also happens 
to be an auxiliary RCMP member, was given a ticket 
for not displaying a custom licence number and lack 
of proper lights aher he sped to Collinson Point at the 
western end of Active Pass where the truck ferry 
was hung up on a reef. 

The Kleins, former members of a provincial 
volunteer rescue organization, went to the grounded 
vessel after hearing the call from the ship’s radio. 

“It’s just ha.ssling us,” Klein’s wife Joyce said. 
“They're not doing anything about the pleasure boats 
in the pass which are a problem and they're ticketing 
us.” 

Sgt. George Lewis of the marine division at 
Sidney RCMP detachment confirmed that the ticket 
was issued because of observations by his crew on 
the morning of the accident. 

Mrs. Klein said the Alberni’s captain, Ai Bahry, 
told Dave Myercough, captain of the Queen of Tsaw¬ 
wassen, over the radio that “there may have been 
some steering probiems” aboard the Alberni, which 
was headed for Swartz Bay after leaving the main¬ 
land Tsawwassen terminal at 6:30 a.m.

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‘Most Indians are on my side’

ALERT BAY — When the 
talk turns to Indian demands 
that he retire. Dr. Jack Pick¬ 
up lashes out at band council 
staff and reporters who took 
their word instead of his. 

Then he points to his wait¬ 
ing room as proof of this 
community's faith in him. 
Most of Pickup’s patients 
are Indiana. 

There now is a doctor 
working temporarily on the 
Nimpkish Indian reserve, 
but most band members still 
come to see Pickup, even 
though he was found negli¬ 
gent after a young Indian 
girl died in his care. 


“Most of the Indians are 
on my side in the fight,” said 
Pickup, who has practised 
here for almost 30 of his 61 
years. "It’s just that one 
group down there, that group 
that runs the band office.” 

Reflecting the feelings of 
many non-Indian residents 
here, Pickup directs hi$ bit¬ 
terness at reporters. 

“I’m the only one on trial 
here. They check my cre¬ 
dentials but they don’t check 
my detractors’.” 

Alert Bay is on tiny Cormo¬ 
rant Island, a 20-minute 
ferry ride from Port McNeill 
on northern Vancouver Is¬ 
land. The Indian reserve is 
at one end of town; non-In-

dian residents and busi¬ 
nesses are at the other. Dur¬ 
ing the last few months, the 
split in the viiiage has been 
more than physical. 

But for many here, includ¬ 
ing Pickup, the loyalty of 
some Indian patients dis¬ 
proves media reports that 
the village’s 1,800 residents 
—about half of thbm Indians 
—split along racial lines 
over the doctor’s compe¬ 
tence. 

For others, that loyalty 
has neither dispelled the sus¬ 
picions about Pickup nor has 
it answered the broader 
question of the quality, of 
Indian health care that was 
hanging over Alert Bay even 


before 11-year-old Renee 
Smith died from a ruptured 
appendix in January. 

Nimpkish band manager 
Pearl Alfred says some In¬ 
dians still go to Pickup 
through habit, because they 
don't know there’s a choice 
or because they can’t go to 
doctors in other communi¬ 
ties as easily as whites. 

Others, she admits, still 
believe In Pickup’s compe¬ 
tence. But the elected'Iead- 
ers of the Indian community 
don’t, and nor does Mrs. 
Alfred who had three of hel- 
four children delivered by 
Pickup.

On Wednesday, May 22. 
1957 it first seemed likely 
that a criminal lawyer

ada. 

And it was in Victoria— 
when 4,000 people packed 
the -Memorial Arena in 
what the next morning’s 
Colonist called "the lar¬ 
gest political gathering 
held anywhere in Canada 
dudng the present elec¬ 
tion campaign.’’ 

The turnout amazed the 
organizers. 

Eric Charman vividly re¬ 
membered it Thursday, the 
day John George Diefen- 
baker died. Charman, now 
an established realtor, was 
then the 24 year-old riding

association president re¬ 
sponsible for organizing the 
rally. 

He calls that meeting the 
turning point in both the 1957 
federal election campaign 
and the history of Canada, 
ending 22 years of Liberal 
governments. 

“The campaign defiiiitely 
fired in Victoria,” Charman 
said. He still has a letter 
from Diefenbaker written on 
the campaign train. 

“The event in Victoria 
filled me with optimism,” he 
wrote Charman. 

“1 believe we’ll be asked to 
form a government after 
June 10, 1957, which nobody 
had thought possible.” 

Charman first met Diefen¬ 
baker in 1956 as a member of 
a group of young Conserva¬ 
tives assessing him as a 
possible party leader. 


“There was something 
about him. He was mes- 
merizing.to be with. 

“He fired up the young 
people to be interested in 
their country. Nobody has 
done that,” said Charman. 

Also in the summer of 1956, 
one of Diefenbaker's later 
cabinet minister’s, Gordon 
Churchill, now of 202-140' 
Douglas, began his long as¬ 
sociation with the Prairie 
politician. 

Churchill, then a Winnipeg 
MP, and Duff Roblin, later 
to become the Manitoba pre¬ 
mier, were meeting together 
when they heard that Con¬ 
servative leader George 
Drew was resigning. 

“We knew there’d be a 
leadership convention, so we 
immediately phoned Mr. 
Diefenbaker in Prince Al-

bert and assured him of our 
support,” said Chdbchill. 

Diefenbaker later passed 
through Winnipeg and Chur¬ 
chill was scheduled to ride 
with him to Fort William to 
discuss the strategy for the 
December leadership con¬ 
vention. Churchill didn't get 
off the train until Ottawa. 

“That commenced an as¬ 
sociation that lasted until he 
died,” said Churchill, who 
added, “I often wonder what 
the situation would have 
been if the two of us had been 
in opposing camps. 

“I would have tackled him 
but. . . ” 

He called Diefenbaker one 
of Canada’s great debaters 
and public speakers. 

“He had a magnetism that 
affected crowds of people.” 

Another of his cabinet 
ministers, Maj.-Gen. George 
Pearkes, 91, of 1266 Tatter- 
sail, remembers his sense of 
humor. 

“He could be very amus¬ 
ing and very serious,” the 
former B.C. lieutenant-gov¬ 
ernor added. 

“He was a great friend of 
mine when we were in the 
House of Commons to¬ 
gether.” 


The two last met In July, 
1978, when Diefenbaker 
came for tea at the Pearkes 
home with Churchill. He was 
later to write to Pearkes that 
the visit was the highlight of 
his trip to Victoria. 

Churchill had seen him 
more recently. They spent 
four days together in May in 
Prince Albert while Diefen¬ 
baker campaigned for the 
June election. 

“He had energy to bum. 
He was one of the hardest 
working men I’ve ever met,” 
said Churchill, now 80. 

ft was last year in Ottawa 
that Charman and Diefen¬ 
baker met for the last time. 

“I saw a lot of him over the 
years. 

“The interesting side of 
Diefenbaker was that he 
often appeared to be gruff,” 
said Charman, who saw the 
fun-loving side of the former 
prime minister during a pri¬ 
vate dinner party at the real¬ 
tor’s home. 

Another couple had been 
invited early for drinks be¬ 
fore the Diefenbakers, well- 
known teetotallers, arrived. 
Everyone was settled down 
with a drink when the guests 
of honor were spotted com¬ 
ing up the front steps 20 
minutes early.

The drinks were quickly 
hidden—but not entirely— 
from Diefenbaker. 

"1 may be an abstainer but 
I'm not a total prohibition¬ 
ist,” Charman recalls him 
saying before sniffing the air 
and then adding: “Please, 
whatever you were imbib¬ 
ing, go ahead and enjoy it.”

Famed tug pushes off to new career 

Sudbury II bought 


for trawling 
in Gulf of Alaska 


The Sudbury II was once known as the undisput¬ 
ed champion of western sea lanes. 

The pride of the Seaspan International fleet, she 
was one of the most powerful tugs in the world. 

During her many years of service on the coast, 
first with Island Tug and Barge Ltd. and later 
Seaspan. the 220-foot deepsea tug starred in some 
memorable sagas. 

Her rescues were legendary—The Atlantic Sun, 
Elli. Olympic Palms. Tainan, Lefkipos, Vanlene. 

BUT THE RUGGED tug known as “Sudstwo” 
w as lowed away from Victoria Thursday to Seattle to 
become a fishing and processing boat, after being 
sold last May. 

Seaspan spokesman Dick Toihurst said from 
Vancouver Thursday that a Seattle man, Douglas 
Logan, had bought the vessel for trawling in the Guif 
of Alaska. 

Toihurst would not say what the price was, but 
sources said it was close to $I million. 

The 36-year-old tug always seemed to be there 
when she was needed. 

Several times her crew members spent their 
Christmases rescuing vessels foundering in winter 
.storms. 

ONE OF HER MO.ST.dramatic salvages came in 
1968 when she towed a fire-gutted 7(IO-foot tanker 
loaded with expiosive cargo to safety through three 
days of storms. 

In 1959 she sailed through two typhoons to reach 
Japan safely with her low of two lO.OOO-ton merchant 
. ships. 

In December. 1959, she went to the aid of a Dutch 
tug which drifted helplessly in heavy seas in mid-Pa- 
cific, south of Midway Island, after the Dutch tug 
emangled its propeller in its own towlines. 

The towlines had been attached to two obsolete 
. qjrcraft carriers and the tug and carriers were towed 
to safety. 

In December. 1961, she rescued a Lebanese 
freighter in bad weather off the Cuban coast. The 
rescue was given clearance by Canada’s external 
affairs department after a hurried consultation 
with Cuban officials. 

Also in 1961 she saved four men from an oil rig 
during Hurricane Hattie’s big blow up in the Caribbe¬ 
an.

The Capital Region Dis¬ 
trict’s charge that Saanich 
had no ri^t to zone property 
at Burnside and Tillicum for 
a shopping centre will prob¬ 
ably be heard in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court in September 
or October. 

Mr. Justice J.G. Ruttan 
ordered Thursday that the 
trial be set down for an early 
hearing.

The order was made after 
a hiring in chambers, when 
developer Cal Investments 
Ltd., and land owner Tilli¬ 
cum Holdings Ltd., .sought to 
be joined with Saanich as 
defendants in the action. 
Ruttan ruled that neither 
party should be joined. 

The right of the regional 
district to enforce its official 
regional plan was chal¬ 
lenged earlier this year by 
Saanich. On June 4 Saanich 
Council passed a bylaw re¬ 
zoning the Burnside-Tilli- 
cum drive-in theatre site for 
a shopping centre, although 
that site is not included in the 
regional plan. 

The region is seeking a

Disabled face huge hike in bus fares

Disabled people in Vic¬ 
toria are going to be hit with 
a massive increase in the 
price of transportallun. 

The round-trip cost of rid- 
ing an Easter .Seal bus will 
rise from $3 to $7 on .Sept. 1. 
Then it will rise to $14 on 
Nov. 1. 

This does not include 25 
cents a mile for each mile 
outside a four-mile radius. 

The increase has infuriat¬ 
ed the disabled'community. 

Many disabled people are 
physically unable to use 
taxis, even if they could af¬ 
ford Iheircost, spokesmen at 
the Handicapped Recreation 
Society said Thursday. 

One disabled woman who 


works downtown said Thurs¬ 
day: ‘T’ll be damned if I’m 
going to pay $14 a day to get 
to work. And what about t’.ie 
people who just want to get 
out once in a while? What 
about students? 

“I just won't do it. Tfans- 
portation should be a right, 
not a luxury.” 

The B.C. Lions Society for 
Crippled Children .sent about 
100 letters to disabled people 
in Victoria informing them 
of the increase. 

The letters, dated Aug. 8, 
blamed the increase on 
municipalities and the pro¬ 
vincial Urban Transit Auth¬ 
ority. 

"This Is a step we do not 
wish to take . . . bul until the 
governing municipalities. 
Urban Transit Authority, or 


others realize the need, we 
have no choice but to place 
these rates into effect,” the 
letters say. 

There areanumber of rea¬ 
sons for the increase. 

The first is the Lions So¬ 
ciety itself, which .says it is 
unable to provide a subsidy 
for the service. 

Lions executive director 
Bill Paddon said Thursday: 
"We were subsidizing an 
adult service with money for 
crippled children. We can’t 
do that anymore. We were 
subsidizing the service to the 
tune of about $115,000 a year 
on the Lower Mainland and 
Victoria.” 

Another reason is the 
Greater Victoria Intermuni¬ 
cipal Committee. On May 25, 
Colin Crisp, assistant muni¬ 


cipal manager for the city of 
Victoria, wrote the Lions So¬ 
ciety in Victoria refusing its 
request for about $18,000 to 
subsidize the buses. 

Crisp said in the letter the 
committee decided “this 
should not be a municipal 
responsibility.” 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment and the recently-creat¬ 
ed Urban Transit Authority 
also come into the picture. 

The UTA is gradually tak¬ 
ing over transportation ser¬ 
vices in the province. 

Larry Miller, assistant 
general manager for the 
UTA, said Thursday that the 
B.C. government had re¬ 
quested .recommendations 
from the UTA on organizing 
and financing “custom tran¬ 
sit services,” a term which 


includes transportation for 
the disabled. 

Miller said no provision 
was made for custom transit 
services in cost-sharing 
regulations proclaimed by 
the government last year. 

About two months ago. 
Miller said, the UTA submit¬ 
ted recommendations to the 
government, including one 
that the UTA would “share 
in the cost of custom transit 
services and the users would 
pay a percentage of the 
cost.” 

The UTA board was now 
“awaiting further word” on 
this from theprovincial gov¬ 
ernment, he said. 

The city of Vancouver 
fully subsidizes its Easier 


Seal bus service and users 
pay $2 a round trip. 

In view of Vancouver's 
support, the Lions Society 
approached all other muni¬ 
cipal governments in B.C. 
but only North Vancouver 
agreed to provide a nominal 
grant, the society said. 

(In Victoria, B.C. Hydro 
buses especially-equipped 
for wheelchairs will be used 
in the near future for about 
six-months on an experi¬ 
mental basis, and only in the 
Beacon Hill area. Not all 
disabled people will be able 
to use these buses. In addi¬ 
tion, the highest concentra¬ 
tion of handicapped people Is 
near the Battin-Fielding 
housing project in Saanich, 
where the buses are not 
scheduled to go.) 


zation of the objectives of the 
official regional plan.” 

The regional plan directs 
future growth away from 
agricultural areas toward 
the western community, and 
at the same time seeks to 
maintain the dominance oi 
the downtown commercial 
core. 

J.J. Forsythe, Cal Invest¬ 
ments president, has said 
that the proposed shopping 
centre would add $300,000 
tax revenue annually to 
Saanich, provide 800 jobs 
and increase parkland by six 
acres through a land swap. 

Malcolm Macaulay, ap¬ 
pearing for the region at the 
hearing, said Saanich had 
acted contrary to the muni¬ 
cipal act in passing the 
bylaw. However, he said, the 
land owners and developers 
were not covered by the 
municipal act, and the re¬ 
gion could not take any ac¬ 
tion against them. 

Brian Wallace, appearing 
for Cal Investments and Til¬ 
licum Holdings, said the re¬ 
sult of the region action 
would affect the legal inter¬ 
ests of both parties. 

He said Cal Investments 
had spent some $250,000 al¬ 
ready on the project, and had 
entered into lease agree¬ 
ments and commitments 
with tenants. The company 
has also instructed archi- 
teets to provide working 
drawings so that a building 
permit could be applied for. 

He said that if the region 
succeeded in having the 
bylaw declared void, the 
company would suffer a con¬ 
siderable loss. 

Taylor, speaking for Saan¬ 
ich, said the municipality 
was in favor of having the 
two companies joined in the 
action. 

He said if the application 
was not granted there was a 
possibility of a multiplicity 
of actions on the issue. 

Saanich, he said, is ex¬ 
pecting an application for a 
building permit, which at the 
moment the municipality is 
bound to grant. However, he 
anticipate' that the region 
would apply for an injunc¬ 
tion to prevent the issuance 
of a permit. 

Giving judgment, Ruttan 
said he did not think (hat 
adding other parties to the 
action would add anything to 
the main point of the law¬ 
suit—whether the rezoning 
of the property by Saanich 
council June 4 is valid.
